Rti'hard Fiizpatrick, member elect from Monroe county 
having appeared, a quorum wa» fiiriiied ; when, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Blount, the Members weie qualified accord* 
ing to law, hy the Hon. Leslie A. Thompson, Judge of 
the County Couit for Leon county, iind took their si'att. 

On motion of Mr. Blotiiii, Mr. Woi>d was called to the 
Chair, and John G. Gunn appointed Clerk, p^ottM^ whea 
the House proceedt d to its organization. 

On motion of Mr Blount, Mr. Fitzpatrick was no« 

minated and duty el«*cted Preriideiit of ihe Legisl'itiv^ 

Council,* and lietiig thereupon conducted to the Chair by 

Messrs. Blount and Duval, matte an appropriate address. 

John G. Gunn was elelecieif Chief Clerk, 

Jambs Brtan, Jr., Sergeant- at- Arms, and 

Jfc>s«# JtUjuat waii diK^lerf Duor-feepori who* ^oft 
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^TfiotioQ of^r. Blount, took the oatH of ofike as required 
by law. 

Mr. Duval moved that a select coiximittee of three 
members be appointed to wait upon HU Excellpney the 
Governor of the Territory of Florida, and inform him that 
the HouMO is now oru:anised and ready to receive any 
communication that he may have to make — Messrs. 
^ood, Duval, and Morton were appointed the committee. 

Mr. Blount moved that a committee of three members 
be appointed to draft Rules tor the government of the 
.present Sension of the Legi;ilative Council; and until they 
report, that the Rule«i in force at the last Session, be 
adopted at the present — Messrs. Blount, Berthelot, and 
£euan, were appointed the committee. 

On motion ot Mr. Duval, the House then adjourned 
until to-morrow at 12 o'clock. 

Wednesday, January 6. 

The House met pur^tuaut to adjournmetit, a Quorum 
being present, the Journal of yesterday's proceedings was 
read. 

On motion of Mr. Blount, Mr. George S. Hawkins of 
Jaoksan county, and Mr. Joseph McCunts of Jefferson, 
were qualified accc^rding to law, and admitted to take their 
seats. 

The following communkcation was received from his 
JExcellency the Governor :-^

Which was read. 

On motion of Mr. Blount, the House proceeded to tba 
el^^ of three Engrossing and Enrolling Clerks- 
Messrs. Robt. Copeland, Henry J. Holmes, and Sam'L 
Fitzpatrick, were severally -declared duly elected.. 

His Excdiency the Governor transmitted to the House 
the following communication :— 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, i 
Tallahassee, January 6th, 1836. | . 
To the LegUlaiive Council of Florida: 

From considerations of public duty, I 
i^Mkbung to your.vi«« at your aonoal meeting, the J9tat« 
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of dKirs 10 the Territory of Florida. It is a ploaanre t# « 

me to know, that in all your pursuits, you have been am- 
ply recompensed : and that while through the past season, * 
health has prevailed, the farmiag interests have bee^ libe- 
rally remunerated ; thus affording a conclusive earnest, 
through abundant crops produced, that the climate and 
soil of Florida are fully equal to all just expectations, and ^ 
to the reasonable desires of the agricuttural portifM of 
the inhabitants. 

fiut it ir not a productive seil and generous climate, 
that are capable to invite emigrants amongst you, and to 
retain them when they come : It is rather through the ; 

iuculcation of proper feelings and the enactment of whole- 
some laws : It is by pursuing a course calculated to in- 
spire a belief with all, that well adjusted right will be ^ 
maintained, and that liberty and priviledge to the extent 
they wisre enjoyed whence they can^e, wi!l not be im- 
paired by a change of homes. Let then your eflbrts be, 
so to arran^ aad plan all acts of legislation, that every ' 
thing of sinister purpose and of Party, be thrown aside ; 
and the public good, and the happiness and well being of 
the people become the rule and guide of your actions. 
After this mode, may the character and prospects of the 
Territory be advanced — by a contrary one, they must in- 
.evitably t>e impaired. 

Reflection leads to the conclusion, that equally with mv- 
self, perhaps more, you are competent to judge of tne 
wants and wishes of the people whom you represent : and | 

are better prepared to apply in advance, those wholesome ^ 

remedies, which for the well beiug of your constituents, * 

«re required at your bands. — Hence, might I leave them { 

safely there ; and would, did not duty demand of me a dific ^ 

ferent course of action. It should be borne in mind, that } 

to legislate for a free people, is an important, and at all ^ \ 

times, a delicate and difficult truit. ^ bile society rt« 
quires that good order be faithfully maintained, it is mat^ 
ter worthy of consideration and inquiry, it too much, and 
too frequent attempts to govern by rigid rules laid down, , ^ 

are not o( greater iujury than benefit to a community. It is \ 

part of man's nature to resist and oppose dictation, no mat- 
ter of what character and kind it be. However di8posed|he 
may be^ to avoid committing ihoee acts, wh.ch are deno- 
minated offences, no soon«-r do Ijcgislative enactmeftts 
impose some new restraint, than bis disposition naturally 
lebellious, prompts him to resist the rule that would re- 
strain him. It is for this, that penal laws towards newly 
constituted offences should be of liniited cautious extent, ( 

and of defined and certain character, that those who vio 
late tbeir provisions, may know accurately what the law 
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ii, and what the penalties be which must certainly tHach 
to their infraction. 

There are but lew matters apart from those which have 
heretoi'ore been submitted, tirat are necessary to be offer* 
ed to your consideration. Amongst these, are the amend- 
ments and changes then suggested, to your Criminal Ju- 
dicial Code. Your attention ia again a^ked to the altera- 
tions oflWred at that time, ind to the reasons which were 
then pf^sented. The jurors of our Courts are mostly 
compoi'ed of plain', eotnmon sense, thinking men, who 
judge of f4cts and thingrf as they are, and hence shituld 
not be forced into a situation, where they may have to de- 
cide as to (livolous absurdities, and idlf? techniciilities.— 
When therefore they are called upon, as by your laws is 
now the case, t» determine first upon the guilt or inno- 
cence of an offender, and next, whether he stiall be fined, 
imprisoned, or corporally punished, the duty imposed is 
eviilently too great, and much too embarrasing to their 
conscience, and to a salutary execution of the law. The 
importance of **Jury trial," of which so grent and frequent 
boasting has been made, and justly too, is based upon fhe 
consideration, that Juries are composed of persons, select- 
ed trbm^ilizens who are required and flworn, iinpartiaTly 
to decide as to the guilt or innorence of those who m^iy 
be accused of crime before them. In this point of view, 
it becomes a simple duty, in which all and eveiy one of 
the community, may participate, and fairly and fearlessly 
perform an important obligniion to society. fiut apait 
from the ascertaining of a simple fact— the fact merely of 
• guiltor of innocence, the law as it now is, connects in the en- 
quiry, the kind of punishment to l»e inflicted dadiUe quantum 
of the punishment. Thus mote is imposed than hcieto- 
fore was conceived to abide, under this boasted privilege. 
A reference of facts to the Jury, and every thing else to 
the law, are the pillars, on which, in relation to the citizen, 
rest judicial liberty and ri^ht. To maintain, not saciifice, 
this high privilege, should be matter of consideration, as it 
relates to all tho.se early principles, which are dear to free- 
dom, and to those who espouse and venerttte her cause. 
To a previous message 1 beg to refer, for mure detailed 
reasons, against confiding to one and the same trihuiial, 
the law, and the facts, and the extent of the punishment'to 
be imposed in criminal cases. Isolated points of fact, 
are matters which should be confided to a jary— the law 
and Its penalties and consequences to the Court. 

The border war which at present pievails with the In- 
dians in this Territoiy, is an event %%hich was alt gether 
unexpected. In the circumstances which hive occa.sioned 
i<t,aiMi which Qecetiij6A;UybuviQrtakoa from ibuir farasi ta 
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thefield, many of our patriotic citizens, there it nothing 
of a character to call in question the justice of the Gt>vern« 
ment of the United States. By compacts and agree- 
ments on the part of the Government entered into with 
these deluded and misguided savages, a removal of them- 
selves and families was stipulated for— abundant and com* 
fortable means, and ample subsistance were to be fumistt*^ 
nished — and without expense to be Incurred, tftansport^ 
were to be in readiness to befu them safely to a home- « 
of their own selecting— one pi^feribteto that which is 
now occupied, and where of necessity agricultural -pur* 
iiuit and comfort would have relieved them from that mis- 
erable course of living, which now they are dependant up- 
on — the uncertain mode of gaining a subsistence by fishing 
along the shores of the Gulf; Through the earnest en- 
treaty of these IndianJ>, and that all their stock and home 
affairs mi^ht be arranged, the Government forbore for aii^ 
entire year to enforce the execution of compacts* whicb i 

had voluntarily been assumed, through » conviction that i 

the terms proposed were advantageous to them ; and that- 
their condition in life would be essentially improved. A 
fulfilment, at the expiration of the time, was again askedt' 
while on their part the response was war; and thus 
defiance and refusal were offered for their engagements, to- 
the performance of which, they had twice pledged 'them- 
selves. The destruction of farms and houses — the propertjr 
of our frontier settlers, who have been guilty of no prarticed 
wrong towards them, mark their hostile purpose, and the 
deep malignity of their designs. Under this aspect ot 
things, they were to be met, and met they have been, ere' 
this, it is to be hoped, in a manner to teach them, that the' 
conceived opinion oj* their strength is mere savage delu*' 
sion, and that their only security is in a compliance witl> 
those just demands of the Government, which are basod^ 
on volutitary compacts and agreements entered into. — 
That many pathetic appeals will be made, and clamors^ 
raised through the land, in behalf of the sufferings and the* 
conceived oppressions of the poor Indians, is reasonable 
to be expected. It must be for those who have exceed- 
ing mercy to say, wherefore oaght these savages to. 
hold in boundless waste, lands which they cannot, and 
will not cultivate : and why, too, shall justice demand, tba^ 
they, more than the rest of mankind, be at liberty to avoid 
executing their contracts. The best teelfngs of the hu- 
man heart— 'the loftiest chaiity, cannot, surely, ask in their 
behalf, privileges, which are denied to the rest of mankind. 
No wrong has been done them — no injustice practiced.— 
These people have been peaceably asked to fulfill their 
own free uodertakiogi butseducM and €a6aura|;ed t^/ 
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«oeM eeuniflely ddubUead not their own, ho^itUHy^ Ibafoocf; 
of aoquie0C«iif«, u» declfertd* To such a course^ iiDd.to> 
Bttch treBtnaentf Ibe goveoiinent surely cannot jrieM scb*, 
uitston; and. uatil advice is afforded* that this will be. 
done, those palriotie »od brave men, who hatve taken the. 
iieM to resist af gressions, inspired stiU with the feelings: 
» which proroptfjd them from their homep, will no doubt be 

disposed to persevere in their laudable career* While: 
they may be inclined te pity these people for the: delw-r 
aioo which has come over them, and to regret the ine*' 
vitable fate which haiigs around that delusion, they wilk 
not forget that every disaster which threatens, has beea 
created by themselves ; and with alacrity will pnss for*, 
ward in discharge of the ddtii&s confided to them, regards 
lees of privations, of difficulties and dangers.

is no legal remedy : and yet there should be One. Au- 
thority in such cases should be given to the commanding 
General, or to the Executive, to make the appointments:; 
and penalties for a refusal to act, shonid be imposed on 
the officer selected. As the law exists, your code ef 
Penalties, from the manner in which, neglect of duty is 
inquired ieto, and fiaea imposed, is a mere dead - letter.-^ 
Laws are useless^ which aue not, w cannot be enforced; 
and tbis4iappens to be the cas^ withinitny of your Mtiitia 
• regulations. 

It IS important fdr your Militia regulatiobs to be pro- 
perly arraaged in reference to another matter of delicate 
import to us all. And Upon this subjeoli it is preper to 
4hrow off all disguise, and to call things by their right 
names. We have slaves ! — persons held la hAD4aie ; i^ 
to this, exceptions are taken, and objeclions made by 
by those whp are;^^hout..a righ^t to pomplainw Were 
they left 4o theiji8aiiie«> umniuencod, :and unacted upea, 
by mischieveuti and* designiog fois^fus, through an offer- 
ing of officious tind Vicious council^ ibey would (continue, 
as for years they have been, qaiet, orderly, and 4>eaceable. 
.But many a fanatic il to be found, who mOved by a spidt 
of pretended brotherly love, and good feeling towards us, 
womM generously advise, that by retaining those^ people hi 
service^ we are sibning ageinst light, and right, and know- 
iedge'; and to relieve against this state of things, xi 
worse evil is advi^led and encouraged to be biought about. 
;For^such kindness, many thanks are due to our generous 
friends and advocates.; but in soliciting the humble prtvi- 
kdge, to be tel aleOe, and pet-mitted to manage and con- 
UqI our own affairs, in our owa way, it sufxAy canauol.be 
* a 
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eottsidered that we are asking too much! Conipatisom 
are never comniendable— seldom proper; but if our friends 
at the North must in their generous kindness weep over 
the present contented condition of our slaves^ who live 
well, and labour not to excess, may we not ask to weep 
alsot at the condition and hard fate of little labouring white 
children, who, for wages which afford but a scant subsis- 
tence, are made to toil beyond any thing that is known to 
those who are held in bondage at the South. — Each day 
of sickness arrests their pay, aod each hour of absecc# 
curtails it. To all the tauntings which arise out of this 
subject, and which arc constantly thrown upon us, this 
plain defence is always at hand, that it is a state of things 
imposed, not voluntarily assumed ; and thus defended, 
whenever we shall be satisfied that the holding them, is 
against justice and right, and that we shall he better off 
without their services, our free consent will be given in 
favour of their full and final discbarge. But of this, we 
claim to be the exclusive judges : and in asserting a right 
to the tenure which has been cast upon us by inheritance, 
and* which is secured by the Constitution of the country, 
none has any just cause to complain. If the course pur- 
sued and practised at the South be criminal, is it quite 
• certain, that our^ commiserating friends are nof equally 
eulpable with ourselves? Do the profits of Southern 
farms beloug exclusively to those who plant and gather 
the cotton, which slave labour produces ; or is not the 
northern ship owner who freights it— the northern man- 
ufacturer, who spins and sells it, and the northern mer- 
chant who exchanges his goods, wares,' wines, and mer- 
chandise, for articles thus produced, equally liable, and 
culpable in a moral point of view 1 For myself, I am un- 
able to perceive the difference between one who owning 
slaves, causes cotton and other staples to be grown, and 
thence adduces profit; and another, who not owning them, 
becomes a dealer and trader, and gainer in the products of 
their labour, knowing them to be sach. It is one and the 
s*me thing, so far tis good morals, charity, and a ppirit for 
freedom are concerned; and he who manifests indignant 
feeling towards the owner, who through the labour of his 
slaves, produces and grows the articles, should also feel 
for the culpability and consciences of t|;ie freighter, the 
MBRCHANT and the manufacturer, who ai« equally and 
aUke concerned, and who, as they derive profit and ad- 
vantage, from this same description of bondaged people, 
are entitled to a full shaie of whatever opprobrium can 
attach. 

But justice towards our brethren of the North, demands 
thft assertion to be made, and it is offered from a full con- 
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iribtion ofittf truth, that while a few misguided and deiudeil 
people, perhaps unconscious of the illegal ground on which 
tbef tread, are disposed to raise excitement out of this 
question, the great body of the intelligent of the commu* 
nity, are free to admit, and openly act upon the admission, 
that it is a subject, which, whether fraught with good or 
evil «ensequenees, is peculiarly our own, and with whichy 
rightfully they have nothing to do. We are bound to be- 
lieve the declaration, for being frankly offered, it would be 
practised and manifest injustice, to do otherwise. We 
should confide in it moreover, in as much as self-interest* 
a motive which ever has controlled and governed all man- 
kind, affords an abundant guarantee, that they are sincere* 
and that their declarations are offered in good faith. — ' 
When it is borne in mind that the largest portion of our 
exports are the product of slave labour, and that the ab- 
straction of it, would sensibly affect the mercantile, the 
navigating, and manufacturing portion of the communityt 
none can believe, that more than ourselves, they would 
be disposed to throw away, for imaginaiy conscience sake* 
those valuable agricultural products which are reared by 
the slaveholders of the Souih. 

Yet notwithstanding, all these weH grounded and just 
expectations, vigilance and a firm reliance in behalf of out 
acknowledged rights, should be regarded and maintained* 
that if insurrection come, resting and depending on our^ 
selves, we may be prepared to ^eet the conflict, and to 
work out our own security. Already from this source, 
and from this cause, mischiefs have arisen, which are 
greatly to be deplored. Under a high state of excitement, 
and to restrain what was perceived to be an increasing 
and encouraged evil, individuals have associated, taken 
the law into their own hands, and inflicted r.ummary and 
severe justice, in despite of the civil authority. 1 need 
not say to you, hew objectionable and hazardous, is a re- 
sort like this : and how, ifit be tolerated, the innocent and 
the guilty may alike become victims ^o the code. If our 
statutes be not sufficiently broad to meet and put down those 
busy meddlers, who for the sake of humanity, would rouse 
the slave to rebellion and ruin, it is surely within the range 
of our mental faculties to prescribe a mode of punishment 
correspondent to their high offences ; and if we cannot 
do so, then it is better to bear the ills complained of, grie- 
vious as they may be, than permit any iadtvidual power to 
grasp in \fia h$mds the authoritv and majesty^ of the law. 
To say nothing of the wrong done, — of the outrage com- 
mitted, or the deep wound inflicted on a country, which 
fails to pcotect its citizens, the admission of such a course, 
ix an acquiescence in it, corrupts the feelings ; and must 
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Htfoeflsahly impair the dignity and Gfharael«r oC ou/rinsH" 
ttttioDS. To your judgment is submitted ttien^ the ttsk of 
providing a remedy v/ii\k prompt and severe penalties, 
against any who ahall trample on the laivs and undertoke 
te constitute themselves umpiree between the country and 
ks citizens. ,. .. 

It is advisable also to inhibit any postmast^'r withil*tbi» 
Territory* or other persons from delivering out of his of- 
fice, or from forwarding therefromr exciting incendiary 
papers, knowing them to be such; and to place under 
severe penalties, any, who for malicious purposes, and 
with intent to excite to revolt, shall distribute papers, 
or hold conversations having such tendency. Should 
Ciongrees think there is wanting in this Territory a Tight 
10 interfere withihe Post Office Depaitment, they can re- 
pea) the law ; but such an apprehenston need not prevent 
the action of the Legislative Council, and shoukl not pre- 
tent it. — It is but a doubtful exercise of power, and if 
ascertained to be wrong, the correetive can be had' else- 
where than here. 

Those charters which have been granted for the purpose 
of constructing Rail-roads, demand from you some fwrther 
consideration. Roads of this descriplion occasion des- 
patch, which no other mode of conveying intelligence- can 
equal. Being in the hands of chartered companies, none 
others can obtain the facilities they afford, without pennis- 
sion from the owners, which will nevec be given : henect 
tihenever important informatiou, such as may afibct the 
price of staple articles, is at hand, those companies will be 
the first to receive and obtain the benefits of it. Does 
some passenger hurry rapidly from the J^Jorth, with a mvr 
tathe same object, specnlation-^-some pretext or plan^ 
can be easily arranged to defay him in his progress, and 
hurry the kiformatidn in advance of him. It is surmised, 
that the Postmaster General throu^the exercise of offi- 
cial Power, possessee a right to compel all Rail-road 
owner* to carry the nails along their lines, at a prio# 
which may be considered equitable* It is a sobfect on 
which no opinion, by me^ will be obtmded. I feel confi- 
dent, though, as to the RaiWoads in Florida, that so far 
as the construction, and even location is concerned, 
nothbg has been done, and of course the infringement of 
no vested right and interest can be asserted. The Leg- 
islature may amend the privileges which they have grant- 
ed, and compel the mails to be conveyed', after some equit- 
able mode, for example^ at a price per mile not greater 
than may be paid for carrying it in post coaches'. The 
necessity for this is obvious, in as much as it will place the 
entire connnunity on an- equal footings and deprive ^tho 
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f«w of Ae opportunity of speculating en the mtmy. It ia 
naterial aciso, that provistoo t>e made to prohibit exhorbi- 
ant demands being Hiade upon the €rovernment for trans- 
porting troops, armsy and munitions of war, in cases of 
insnrrecttonr rebeUion, or threatened invasion. There is 
nothing in the shape of monopolf, which so well tecom- 
mends itself to favorable cocsideration as the constructing 
of Rail*roads. Towards them a liberal spirit should be 
eotettained,«s their tendency is to aid and assist com* 
merce and agriculture ; and cause the community at large 
to participate in the many advantages they dispense. But 
while benefits so important are produced, care ought to be 
taken to guard against those inconveniences which are 
suggested to you ; and as they were overlooked at your 
last'Seflsion« they are recommended to your consideration 
nowi under an entertained confidence that you posses* au« 
thortty over the subjaet. 

By the charter authorising a rood from Feufaeola to 
Celumbusy as will be seen by reference to the act, it is pre* 
videdi that it shall be run from, or to the '' waters of Pen- 
saoola Bay.'' This is quite an indefinite term, and afllbrds, 
as regards the termination of the read, a large extent and 
range of the Bay. la the town many persons own pro« 
perty, the value of which will be maieriaUy injured, should 
the company terminate their line of consti uction at some 
point «bove it* This should not be permitted. It would 
not be rigbt% I admit, to compel them to carry their im« 
provements to a point where their judgment might not 
approve, but in justice to the rights' of those who reside in 
the city, the privilege should be authorised, through an 
amendn.ent of (he charter, tbet, if desired, 4he. corporate 
aothorittes of Pensacola, or individuals who may wish iU 
shall be at' liberty to connect a road from where the com* 
pany teiminates theirs, to Pensacola* at the expense of 
the company. Theie ia no imposed iojusticoin thi«i. By 
the provisions of the charter, the Tenitory is to advance 
certificates to the amount often thousand dollars, for each 
mile of toad that may be completed. It is to be construct* 
ed then, upon the credit and faith of the Territory, and of 
course, the citizens to be affected, have cause to demand* 
nay, a right to demand, that their interest and property bo 
not destroyed by this contemplated improvement. One 
of the reasons which last year was urged in favor of graiit* 
ing the charter, was, that it would greatly benefit the town; 
hut without this amendment it must be materially injured. 

A perplexing subject of Legislation heretofoie most 
charitably and unlimittedly ent^rtamed by the CouncH, was 
at the last session disposed of, and I hope finally. Much 
of your: time, in past periodSi waa occupied in receiving 
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petitions aad gmnting divorces, until yoar Legislative 
Chamber promised to become the rendevouz of nemerous 
complaints from those* who not being citizens of the Ter- 
ritory^ could rightfully assert no claim to your indulgence. 
That you permitted it, is ample proof of a liberal and gen- 
erous, and commendable feeling. But the enlarged acl 
passed by you, which concedes to the Superior CourtSf a 
right to take jurisdiction of all such matters, should now 
exclude from your deliberations all enquiries of the kind, 
unless it shall be intended to assert for the Courts and for 
the Council concurrent jurisdiction. Such applications 
ought no\y to be refused, unless it be one, the particulars' 
of which may not be embraced in the law* Wherever a 
statute is in force, the provisions of which are calculated 
to meet the exigencies of particular cases, matters coming 
within its range and scope, ought there to be referred.-*- 
To pursue a difierent course, will be to render superfluous 
the law, and occasion important decisions to be made 
upon €x parte testimony, to the injury of persons who may 
have no notice, no information of the enquiry. While 
none should be the advocate for retaining incongruous 
hearts in bondage to each other, care should be taken 
least the door for separation be so widely opened, that all 
the endearing ties of such associations, may be rent assun- • 
der, as satiety shall suggest, or caprice dfii^^And. To the 
Courts, all matters of this description have been referred, 
and there ought they to be permitted to remain, undisturt>- 
ed by any concurrent legislative action. 

The state and condition of the fiscal concerns of the 
Territory, will appear by the Auditor's Report, which will 
shortly be laid before you* Since your last meeting, the 
amount received has materially improved ; and hopes are 
•entertained, that with caro and vigilance, and a bestowed 
attention on your part to the collection of the Revenue, 
still fupther advantages may accrue. It is a subject, per- 
mit me to say, which should engage your early attention, 
that some more accurate system may be devised and ma- 
tured. To collect from the people not more than can be 
disposed of, under a useful, necessary and economical dis- 
bursement, is a mean whereby to lender the governed con- 
tented and prosperous ; and cause them to be satisfied 
with those who may have i)^e care and management of 
their affairs. Reasonable demands they are always wil- 
ling to meet, and a proper and fair disbursement of their 
funds they have a right to expect and to require from their 
agents in return. 

As yet you have no jails, or very insufficient ones, con-, 
sequently heavy expenses to the Treasury are incurred in 
rendering compensation to guards. I submit to you, if 
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some measures should not be adopted to remedy thi« con* 
dition of things, by authorising the County Courts to im- 
pose a sufficient tax for the purpose, and by compolltng 
them to conskuct edifices of this description so soon as a 
sufficient amount can ke raised to effect the object. 

By resolutions passed at the last session, two duties 
were assigned to the Executive, the one discretionary, the 
other imperative — Neither bate been performed. 

The first anticipated that the revised code of laws would 
be ready for delivery by the month of August, and a bond 
1o that effect was given by-the compiler. In the event of 
failure, it was placed at the discretion of the Governor to 
mstitute a suit and give the work for completion into other 
hands. Indulging a hope that the compilation would cer- 
tainly be ready for delivery by the day of your meeting, 
and being desirous to avoid any such resort as the reso- 
lution contemplated, the discretion which you assigned, 
was forborne to be exercised. I regret to say the work 
is not yet readjk The imperative direction given, was to 
appoint Commissioners to seek some situation for the Seat 
of Government on the Suwannee River, and to draw upon 
th3 ''Tallahassee Fund" for their compensation* The 
land whence Ihis fund was obtained, was granted bv Conk 
gross <' for the erection of public buildings at the ^eat of 
Government." T^ make this fund applicable to the seek- 
ing out some «4her and new place with a view to locate 
the Seat of Government, is evidently not within the in- 
tent and meaning of the grant by Congress. It seemed^ 
. to be an application of the fund to a purpose diflferent fromr 
what was intended, and heooe the commtssioners wero 
not appointed.

Mr. Blount, chairman of tbe select committee, to whom 
|vas referred tbe petition and accompanying documents -of 
John L. McKinnon, contesting the seat of H. 6. Ram- 
say, made the (ollowing 

REPORT : 

The Select Committee, to whom was referred the peti- 
lion of John L. McKiunon, contesting right of H. 6. 
Ramsay to retain his seat in the Legislative Council, to* 
getber wifb the accompanying documents, beg leave to 
Report — 

That they have investigated the matter with all tbe dili- ■ 
genbe and attention which the importance 61 the subject 
demands. It appears, that at the election held in the 
county of Walton, en the second Monday of October last 
,^8t, for a Member to the Legislative Council — 128 votes 
were taken* of which, Henry G. Ramsay received 65« and 
^Fohn L. McKinnon 62 votes. 

Mr. McKinnon in his petition, assumes taro positions, 
^hy tbe election of Mr. Ramsay should be declared void. 

1st. That he (Ramsay) has received and had counted 
^or him, illegal votes, by reason of which, illegal i^tes, 
^e has been declared elected. 

2d. That the requisitions of tbe law regulating elee- 
'tions, have not been complied with, in as much as the Poll 
book of the Pea river precinct, in said County, was not 
^led in the office of the Clerk of the county oi Walton. 

As to tbe fiist point, it is alledged by Mr. McEin* 
non, that William Charles and Dempsey Fennel, were 
illegal voters, because the said Charles voted under sa 
-assumed name, and acknowledged that he was a seaman 
in the service of the Navy of the Unitee States, and that 
said Fennel was a minor. From the depositions and 
proofs adduced before them, the committee are of opinion, 
that the votes of said Charles and Feftnel were given for 
Mr. Ramsay— that they wQre illegal, for the causes nHh 
lodged, and that he ought not to be entitled to any benefit 
from said votes, and that tbeySrbould be considered as null. 

It is fiif^r urged b^r Mr, McEionon, that tbe votes of 
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A. P. Yaughan, John Porter, and John AnderidB, sfacKiU 
also be considered illegal, on the grounds that they are not 
residents of the Territorj. The commtttiee are of aa 
opinion, that the proofs adduced before them, » not of 
that character which can justify tbetn in declaringthe said 
votes to be illegal. The e^mmittee must t brink with ^& 
fidence from a decision, or even a dednration of an epi* 
fkion, on a question, involving as it does, ttie beundarj Hat 
between Alabama and this Territory ; a line extreittelj 
uncertain in its locatioB, and muist necessarily continue so, 
at least until it i^ led to some other arbitrament, tbatt (be 
mere opinion of individuals, wfuch if clothed with an offi* 
cial garb or authority^ might have the requisite weight if tA, 
this committee. 

It has, however, been made to appear satisfaotorily to 
the committee, that the last named individuals, eerve as 
jurors, pay taxes, and are subject equally with other citi- 
zene of this Territory, to all the burthen of its govern^ 
ment, aud it would seem peculiarly hard, that 'while they 
subscribe their quota of expense for its support, they 
s^uld be deprived of partioipatioa in its benefits. — It 
moreover appears, diat at the last March temi of the 
County Court of Walton, the Jury Hsts were examined in 
pursuance to the laws in such cases provided^ lysd that at 
that Term of the Court, Mr. McEinnon was one of the 
Justices of the Peace present, and that these' individuals 
were at that time on the list of persons sMbjeot to jury 
duty within the county of Walton, and that they werO con* 
sidered citizens of the Territory. 

As to the second position assumed by Mr* MeKinnoit,^ 
the committee are of opinion, that altfiough the law in re^ 
lation to Election returns hast not been strictly complied 
with, yet the neglect or omission of the inspectors to per- 
form alt the requisites of the law, cannot, upon any princi- 
ple of i^ound policy, afiect the rights of Mr. Ramsay, If 
the principle be established, that unless the inspectors of 
an Election precinct perform all the prerequisites of law, 
regulating Election returns, the Elffistibn at swsh i$i^nct 
i^uld be null and void, the door would be at once opened 
to fraud and corruption of the moat revolting chft«actei«- 
It woiild at once place the whole elective franchise in the 
hands of three individual*. The Committee believe that 
there is scarcely an Election bold iri the Territory^ WbdlTb 
all the prerequisites of the law regulating Elections, are 
complied v^itb. The laws regulating. Elections, are direc- 
tory in their nature, and if a strict <:oinpliance with ail tb^ 
provisions was exacted, many Elections^ from a variety of 
causes, would be nugatory. The inspectors have not at 
all times the laws befiu^ them, or within tb«iir refUbtHtul 
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oWfirg to die tparta population in certain aeclions of our 
Torritor/t selcetiDns of inspectort cannot always be made 
wiCit that nice and requisite care« aa to intelligence, quali- 
fications, and competence* to dtseliarge their duties ; and 
H would seem contrary to all notions of equity or right, to 
debar a representaiive oftlie people his seat for any cause 
10 which he had noagencvr or for a want of a lateral comi' 
pliance with the laws reguwtiog the mode of making Elec^ 

. lion returns. 

The laws regulating Elections, have always been con* 
gtmed in every portion of our widely Extended country, 
with extreme liberality and leffal technicalities have alwlys 

« been disregarded. Ancnli^tened and liberal policy re- 
quires that it should be so, and so long as the sense of the 
people is clearly known, and its voise heard, the objeol 
•nd end of the elective franchise is answered. 

The Committee had also referred to them^ sundry docu- 
aients and depositions in behalf of Mr. Ramsay ; among 
Aem, is the deposition of Mr. Thomas Albtn, who de* 
dares that he is a foreigner* and has resided two years 
0nly in the country, wmd that at the last Election, he voted 
ibr Mr.- McRinnon ; therefore, by deducting the votes of 
WMiiam Charles and Dempsey Fennel from the poll of 
Mr. Eamsay, and the vote of Thomas Albin from that of 
^r. McKinnon, Mr. Bamsay still has one vote majority. 
The Committee have unanimously come to the conclu- 
mfmf after the most mature reflection, that Mr. H. Gk 
Bamsay is the legaUy eleoled RepresentiMve from the 
eotti^ of Walton for the present Sessionof the Legbla- 
HH vouncil, and request that they may be discharged 
from the further consideration of the subjects 
Att of trittdi is respectfully submitted^

That they have examined the laws throughout from 
1825 to 1834. By the act of Congress of the 3d of 
March, 1826, it is provided that the Legislative Council 
of Florida, shall consist aC thirteen Members, te be ap- 
pointed by the Freaident and Senate, of which nine shall 
be necessary tc constitute a quorum for doing business. 

Afterwards, in 1826, the subject was again taken up, 
and then the change took phice, which save ihe right of 
selecting the Members to the People, and took it fVom the 
President and Senate* The only law i6 found, which 
speaks of a necessary quorum to do business, is the act 
of 1825 above referred to, adl Uiat fixea the req^uisite 
number at nine — the whole number of Members bemg at 
that time thirteen. Since that time, special acts of Con- 
gress have, ^om-session to session, been passed, increas- 
ing akid enlarging the number of Members of the Council,.' 
without ever indicating, that any number greater than that 
which is fixed hy the act of 1825, should l>e necessary to 
make a quorum. No doubt is entertained, bat that at thia ^ 
period. Congress meant, with a view to safe legislation, that 
twoi^hirds shotidd be necessary to give force and validity 
to the Legblative acto of this Territory. And it may be 
fair and reasonable to suppose, that a failwre to enlarge 
the number with the increased number of Representatives, 
was an unintended omission. But of tkis, and the intend- 
ments of Congress, your committee are not called upon 
to judge— *They ean only speak of the law as it is, and 
that law requires posiinrely no greater number than nine ta 
constitute a quorum, yetgyour eommtttee is decidedly and 
unanimously of the opinion, that by IrapMcation, Congress 
intended that two^thirds at least of the whole number ef 
the members of the Council, should ceoetitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, and that it would be inex- 
pedient to organise witba loss numiber. 

All of which b respectftdly submitted.

Saturday J January 9.

His Excellency the Governor transmitted to the House, 
the following Message : — 

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, \ 
11th January, 1836. ] 
To the Legislaiht Council : — 

The Message which was submitted, at an 
early day of the Session, br aught to your view, the neces* 
sity of making material amendments to your present Mili- 
tia Coide. Since then, the Volunteers have returned, 
leaving the foe, exasperated, not vanquished. An ineffi- 
cient force is now in the fiekU and hence, the necessity of 
prompt action on your part* that the border war, whicb 
prevails, may have a speedy termination. I take occa-' 
sion, therefore, to urge tlmt some prompt and active 
measures may be adopted. Tour Militia laws are wholly 
inadequate to the attaining any useful and salutary results ; 
and if some effectual means be not resorted to, ot drawing 
to the field, an active and sufficient force, fears are enter- 
tained, that the Legisfative Council of Florida may affi>rd 
room, for the malicious to heap opprobrium and censure*, 
and call in question its patriotism. 

Wherefore, should there be delay, in relation to a raatr 
ter so important, as preparing the forces of the TerritorjT 
for active operations 1 Already are the savages embodied 
in considerable force, and manifest a determination to re- 
sist to the last, the just demands of the Government.—- 
The recent battle which has been fought, and the blood oi 
your citizens shed on that occasion, testify "* to a settled 
and determined course of hostility. While you are ** de» 
liberating in cold debate,^ deselqitipn and war gather 
along your frontiers, and women and children are driven 
into insecure, temporary forts, to save themselves from 
butchery. Encouraged by our supineness, the Indians 
will soon become bold and confident ; and from their con- 
tiguity, may presently march upon the Council Chamber, 
whidi you are occupying. Sbcdl each one, single banded* 
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iind at his own fire*side, wait the assault, nor venture Forth 
to meet it 1 There is delusion and danger in the thought ! 
An olden fahle ahows, that while the sticks retained in 
bundle, could not be bent, when taken separately, thej 
were easily broken. If you would vanqutsh those savages, 
and quickly, you must carry the war to their homes — com- 
pel them to the defensive, nor wait their approach. 

Promptitude in Indian warfare, is ever important ; and 
without activity and decision on youi* part, this cannot be 
effected. Your laws may do for a state of peace ; bui 
they are not suited to the purposes of war. Are you fear- 
ful of confiding to the Executive, a right to compel the 
reluctant and unwilling to discharge a commoif duty to 
their country ; — an authority which some are pleased to 
consider, improper and dangerous ? Place then the power 
any where that you choose. Let it, if you please,, abide 
with a committee of your own body. The Governor, un- 
ambitious of posses^iQg any misplaced and hazardous 
powfcr, will cheerfully admit the trust into the hands of any 
safe depository, which may bo designated. His only ob- 
ject is to awaken a feeling of patriotism, and to inspire, if he 
can, 2eal for a bold and Tearless discharge of those duties, 
which may give security to the frontiers. But what sig- 
nifies those school-boy notions, about dangers to liberty, 
from the granting in this Territory, necessary authority 
/or the maintenance of peace, and good order. Are our 
institutions of that fragile form, that eVery fancied blast 
ean move them ? or is it imknown to those who are char- 
ged with the administration of affairs here, that they are 
mere trustees for the General Government, and that any 
act of theirs, if improper and wrong, can be forthwith re- 
Btindedt Henee, is there abundant security against the 
Violation of the brief authority, which any incumbent, if 
4i8posed, can practice, either for his own advancement, or 
with design to pr^udice tho rights of the people. 

Another objection understood to be entertained, against 
lidopting any salutary and prompt measures, is that the U. 
States, and not the Tenitory of Florida, are bound to en* 
force the execution of those compacts and agreements, 
Which have moused the Indians to revolt. 'Wonderful sug- 
gestion! And who is the community, which makes the 
United States ? Is it not the people within our jurisdic- 
tional limits— the inhabitants of tbi« Territory, which con- 
stitute a portion of the great confederacy— participating 
initsiavors — sharing in its protection: and hence, liable for 
Its defence. A^ well might a passenger on board some 
foundering ship, refuse to toil for her relief, and for his 
tnwn safety, on the ground that he was a passenger, and 
vot reaponi^ible for any consequences that might onstie*. 
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v-4 appeal to you as those who represent the important 
interests of this Ferritory ; and whose vigilance and ac- 
tivity should be unceasingly applied, to carry out faithful- 
ly the trusts confided to you, ta adopt some mode — some 
arrangement, by which security may be given to your 
bleeding and desolated frontier. The blow which falls on 
them, may next be )oura; when the solace to be derived, 
from error of construction, and supinesss of action, may 
be converted into deep and lasting repentance for those 
* consequences which niay result. The people aheady are 
ahead of their advisers ! Brave and patriotic, they are pre- 
pared to act, and ready to go where danger and necessity 
call.-It is onlf needful for the mode and manner of getting 
them mto service to be definitely pointed out, aud cor- 
rectly understood, and doubt and apprehension of them, 
and of their alacrity, will be at an end. To you is the 
matter submitted ; and on you must rest all responsibility 
for consequences that may ensue. Should good or evil 
JToUow, the honor achieved, or the reflections which -may 
arise, must alone be yours. Being already advised, that 
no competent authority, to meet the exigencies of the pre- 
sent times, abides with the Executive, it will not require 
any deep research on the part of the people, to determine 
upon whom shall lie any mischief that may arise. I lipeak 
to you frankly, because the occasion demands it. If with 
a knowledge of the dangers which portend, nothing can 
be done, or is intended to be dode by the Council, infor- 
mation of their determination is at least important, that 
the citizens of neighboring States, may be appealed to, to 
protect the soil, and give security to the people of Florida; 
and then tht pleasing reflection maybe indulged,that others 
not ourselves, have defended the fire- sides and homes of 
the people from assaults — from pillage, and from burning.

and IVearoda, several other Offi ers and Soldiers of 'be 
U. States' Army, and several citizens of Florida have been 
killed hy ihem, and a large amount of valuable property 
deetroved . And whereas, it is becouiin^ that this Legis- 
lative Council should not only express their feelings, with 
r ferenfee to tho^^e \vh»/se lives have been thus sacrificed, 
but also to adopt measun\s for the remuneration ol' those 
whose properly has bren destroyed. Be it therefore 
' Resolved, unanimously, l)y the Governor and Legisla- 
tive Council o( the '1 erritory of Florida, That they have 
th^ most sincere and heart-lelt sympathy for the females 
and friends of the brave, but unfortunate Officers and Sol- 
diers who have fallen in delrnce of their county, and en- 
tertain the deepest ijralilude for their services and respect 
for their memories ; aivd that, as a slight testimonial of 
their Teeiing^, the desk of tl)e President of this House 
shall be shrouded in black, and the meucbers and officers 
thereof wear crape on their li-ft arm during ihe Session. 

Be it further Rt;solved, unaiiicnously. That the Go- 
vernor of this. Territory be requested to asscUain the 
names, residence, an<J nearest relations of those Officers, 
Soldiers, and Citizens, who h ive been .-^lain by the In- 
dians and Negroes ; and in behalf of this House, address 
a Letter of condolence, and enclose a copy of these Reso- 
lutions to such relatives; and also make a Report of Said 
names to the next Legislative Couueil of this Territory. 

Be it lurther Resolved, unaoimousiy, That^the DelegWo 
i« Congress from Florida be requestjd to use his best ex- 
ertions, to procure from Congress, at this session, a law 
making hberal provision for the %vidows and o'phans of 
those who have been, or may be slain during the present 
wax If and for those who have been, or may be wounded 
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therein : and also, for the remuneration of those of our 
ctlizens whose property has been destroyed, or who have 
been compelled to abandon iheir homea by the Indians. 

And be it furihcr Resolved, unanimously, That 500 
copies of theso Resolutions bo printed for the use ol the 
Executive-^ten of \\hith to bo transmitted to the Dele- 
gate ill Congress. 

Wnich \^ere read, and on his motion, (the rule being 
waived) were put on their passage, and passed. 

Mr. Boitheioi, (torn the committee on Enrollments — 
Reported as correctly Enrolled, '' An act to declare the 
Feneholaway river, in Madison county, a navigable 
stream." — ** An act declaring the Econfccne river a navi- 
gable stream." — " An act to eetablish an Academy on the 
Innds of John A. Willey, of Ijeon county." — An act to 
kgiiimate and change the names of Esilier, George W. 
and Riley Crews": And *• An a< I to establish two Terms 
of the Superior Court \i\ Columbia county." Which 
were signed liy the President, and countersigned b) the 
Cb'rk «)f mis House, and ordered to be transmitted to the 
Governor for his approval.

Mr. Duval from the select committee, to whom the 
same had been referred, and who reported oil a former 
4ayf in the wcNrds following, via .«— 
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The committee to whom has heen referred 90 mach of 
Igis ExcelleiH^y's message, as relates to the existence of 
abolition societies at the Nor^; aod to the dfsseroinalion 
of iDceadiary tracts among the slaves at the south respect- 
fully report — That the subject is ooe in which the people 
^f the Territory of Florida, fed the same deep interest, 
ivhich is univeisal with all the citizens of all the States in 
ivbich domestic slavery now exists; and that th^ consider 
any interference with that institution by those to whom it 
does not appertain, whether originating in a spirit of bigot- 
ry or fanaticism,as well calculated to i9ow seeds of discon- 
tent, which if vn>i qoieted and that speedily, must ultimate- 
ly prove fatal te the existence, and permauiency of this U- 
nion. 

That your committee are assured that the citizens of thiff 
Territory, had looked with intense solicitude to the sum* 
mer movements of the people at the North; with a strong 
hope that the public sentiment there, corresponding with 
that which e]|[ists in this quartery wou^d apply a lemedy ta 
th:ej evil complained of, and remove, by the ditaolitian of 
tM the abolition societies'; the great inquietude growing out 
of the known objects for which they were organised. That 
though still willing to repose a just confidence in the pat- 
dotiam and good ^ithof the people of the North, to apply 
stronger correctives,than the mere expression of sentiment 
at Town meetings, should those fail, in iemovi«g all cau- 
ses of irritation, so far as the injury complained of origiii- 
aj^ within their jurisdiction; yet a lively sense of eur 
own rights a^d securities would seem,, in the opinion of 
your committee, strongly to recommend (in addition to: 
any legislative action which the crisis ihay seem to de- 
mand) some declarations, which, in common with those 
which have been made by the states in whielv slavery ex* 
ists, may ser¥e|to enlighten the other members of the con- 
federation, as to the unanimity prevading the w(wk South 
on this truly important, and most delicate subjeot. Your 
comnuttee therefore report for your consideratioatW ioi- 
lowing Resolutions. 

Resolution First: — Resolved, that domestie slaveiy m 
instituted in the States and T^ritories of the South whe^ 
ther to be cherished as a blessing, or repudiated, as ao-evil,: 
are grave subjects for the exclusive consideration poiiti- 
qaiUf and mora//y, of those alone among whom it exists, 

&eeo»d— Res)»ived that the distpo^ition o&aaiiested in 
some of the States at the Notth to interfere with and dis- 
turb this very delicate subiect, cannot otherwise be viewed 
than as an evidence of a feeling of hostility to the most sa- 
cjred fights of the South; and nuist necssarily if peisisted 
in weaken the ^otidt which hold tUt Unioa lofetherr-aod 
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llmt whether these attacka on th« institotions of the Souths 
proce ed from fanatioka or not, it cannot impair the ohliga- 
ttona ot those, from whooe homes the missiles are dischar« 
ged^ to nutlify the organised means of the incen^ary^ for 
extending bis work of desolation. 

Third — Resolved That the exclusive ri^ht to legislate 
for the fova^oment of the Distriet of Columbia; can confer 
no constitutional pofirer to disturb the light ofproperty^v 
as existmg in the Slave; and that an/ action of Congress 
under such a recognition of power; cailnot but aweken the 
alarming apprehensions ^ali the citizens of the Territory 
of Florida; who are unwilling to acknowledge that the fun- 
damental principles o( rights and securilUt guaranteed un- 
der the constitution of the U, States; were forfeited by a 
fnigraatiofl to a country, the domain of which is in the go- 
vernment of the confederation of said States. 

Fourth — That while the people of Florida still repose 
a confidence in the patriotism and justice of the People of 
the North, to correct the evil of which the whole South 
complain; yet should they be disappointed in this just ex- 
pectation; they hereby, pledge themselves to make com- 
mon cause with the people e^ the whole South; should it 
be necessary; to perpetuate to them and their posterity, the 
rights^ libertit*^ and ucuritiea appertaining to thenu * 

Fifth—Therefbre Resolved, should a convention of the 
Southern or Slave Holding States by general cotii9ent be 
reocommended; the Judges «f (he County Courts, are here 
by authorised to issue writs of election, giving due notice; 
80 that the people of the respective counties; may if they 
so will, select and depute delegates to said Convention of 
the People* 

I beg leave Mr» President, further to stale to the House 
that a communication was received by the chatrmlm from 
our esteemed feilow citizen, Col. Gadsden, accompanied 
by an assortment of the Tracts which are printed for dis- 
tribution by ^ose associatiotis-^which communication, I 
am instructed by the committee, to present the house, with 
a request that it be read by the clerk. 

The tracts are now on my desk, where any of the mem- 
bers are at liberty at their leisure to examine them during 
the day.

It may not he irrelevant on thi« occasion to "state, that 
the tracts now sent yon w«re procured fiom the Reposi- 
tory ut New Yorki ihnl they were put up in cenjunrtion 
with marty other simihir packages tjy the indivirftiMl who 
hud charge of the»*stablifjhmrnt, and with a full knoAvledgse 
on his part of the diSDosltion intended to be made of them* 
He stated in a seeminjr spirit of exultation, that the aboli- 
tion sodleties were increasinir in weahh andnumhi'rs, ha- 
ving alrccdy reached 300— Thai they were well organi;jed 
and not wanting in zenl or deiertninalion, to conliuue their 
onward march in the riirhteous cause (I use his expression 
as communicated to me) in whi'^h they were engaged, and 
that no human power could tmn them from their course.

In Totnming to the Council thfe act to raise a Regiment of Volutt* 
teers in this Territory, it behooves me to remaok, with all deference 
to those who have passed it, thai ( consider the provisions of it 
wholly inexpeii-nu Le;;islatioD for the benefit and advan«ement 
of particdlar individuals, in reference to matters which affpct the 
public interest, is always obi^tionable The country alone should 
Be le^isla ed for. 

The Ac under consideration is an authority granted by the Le- 
gislature to persons designated, to raise an indepertdant Regijnent 
of Vo'unteers, the officers of which, as may probably have been 
intended, are to be chosen by the Volunteers'. In the shape in which 
it is presented, it is equivole^t to a declarah'on, that the persons 
mef iioned in the bill shall be commanders of the Regiment to be 
raised; because, 'he inferenc^e fairly arises, tha' those only will be 
reeeivc^d and admitted into the Corps, who shall consent to this re- 
sult This may be ri^ht and proper; at least, I am not prenared 
to sawotherwise. Trie gentleraeti sseifecred and named, may be and 
doubtless are efficient, worthy, and gallant men. and capable lo 
take upon themselves the high and responsible trust, of leading tt> 
the %m 'hfe proposed Regiment. But is it justice to the Test of the 
communi y, to enac? a law which conce ies to foar persons, rights, 
authority and privileges, which others misrhl \^ith equal propriety 
lay claim tol To authorise the raising and organising a volun- 
teer foi'ce generally, ^ith permiision Vi select officers, is within th« 
.range of ordinray practice j but to confide the trust specially by 
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Legislative enactment to fjn r persons, is altcnre*her,of diflVrent 
import and character, and f»fto ds to oth**- ci'l^ens just • round rf 
ctfinplftint. The one would open the ie'd o an much worth pnd 
meiBt, as couM come forih ; the other,, ends t<| clos- the door of 
competi on, by excluding fron the rnnjcs ho-e who mijs^ht be in- 
dispo^icd to >ield therigh' 'nto the hands of such persons as might 
be rharied with rais ng the force. 

Another object on forcibly arises. By tlie term** of a law passed 
within a lew days, and Under the provi^on^ of which, your pre- 
sent force for the fie d is organising, airhority^ is given to make 
draft, and receive v>li*hteers, fin a servico'of six months. Most 
truly is it hoped and believed, t^iatthe frontier di tutbances, whi^h 
now unhappily prevail, wi 1 not probably con inn • a ihird of the 
time, yet i:. is in conformity to the ordinary usa^j-es of the country 
to limit the service to six months, unless the nec^ity be sooner 
terminated. 

TheGovemittentof the United States, ce tainly connot desi c 
a continuance of the campaign a moment beyond -he peri d whicb 
necess ty m»y impose. The war m"St, necessarily prove expensive,^ . 
and, as ear 3' a» possible, the desire of the Government will he to 
terminate the contest. Wi h energy and activity it cannot endure 
beyond sixty days. Such is fj-alwly my opifiion. Tha fac is not 
to be disguised that a bill to rai^e a force but f '•r f ur months, must 
unqtestionably trammel one, whicli demands aservice of six 
months. 

A country possessed of large population m'ghl r adilv encoun- 
ter ihe 'nconven'ences of those differ nces as o the service; but 
here it is otherwi*? — Florida presents a sparse population. One

EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Tallahassee, Eeb. 4, 1836. 

To tU Legislative Council : 

The accompanying report of the Auditor 
made in pursuance of a resolution of your body at the last 
Sessioa of the Legislative Council, is presented for yow 
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information and action. Owincr to the loose and irregular 
manner, in which the sales and transfer of the property 
of the Tallahassee fund have been heretofore kept, the 
examination by the auditor has been attended with great 
embarrassment. He has at last succeeded in ariivmg at 
results, which the council has repeatedly heretofore, and 
with no success attempted. I respectfully submit to the 
consideration of the coimcil, if some adequate and liberal 
compensation should not be authorized by the council, to 
remunerate him, for the labours he has bestowed, labours 
which have brought out of great confusion, a valuable 
fund to the Territory, and which, until now, has been con- 
sidered scarcely woithy to be looked after. 

You will perceive that the balance declared to be out- 
Standinff, amounts to nearly $1200, which has been due 
and owing, since April 1830-31. The lots which created 
this fund were sold in 1829, upon ihree annnal instalments, 
the first of which was due and payable io April 1829. 
To secure the payments, deeds of trust were executed ♦ 
and at the maturity of the first payment, many of the lot^ 
were sold, at a price less than was owed' upon them; 
These lots, no matter in whose hands they may be, are 
liable for the balance of the instalments due and owing. 
The deeds were on record; and have given notice to every 
purchaser of the lien and incumbrance which attached to 
the sale and purchase. The lots are valuable and more 
than capable to redeem all the liabilities, which, m conse- 
quence of those executed trusts rest against them. It is 
only necessary for the council to take some order upon 
those outstanding claims ; and to authorize a resale of 
the lots where a salutary arrangement is refused by the 
bolder.

Having at the time the act was passed, pointed out to Ihe 
Legislature, Ihe inconveniences which were then anlicipaled, 
and which have since occurred', I forbear to detail' any plan, 
leaving it rallier to the Council to devise some legal mode, by 
which lo enforce from the citizens personal service at this im- 
portant, juncture.

But how can this be 
done ? It is said that the governor has power lo call for troops 
— so lie has, but calhn<r, they may noi appear, and do m>c ap- 
pear. The only remedy is to iinike a^ law suit with Ihem be- 
fore a court in:rrtial, which court has the p«rwer to mipiose a 
^ne of not more than Fifty Dollars: it nuiy hence be any in- 
termediate i)enally between One Cent and Fitly Dollars; and 
in counties where siich general repugnance is had to military 
service, ii is m(»si obvious that the fiiie to be imposed will be 
inc<nisiderable ami wholly inadequate to the purfM>sei to be ob- 
tained. If the fijie was fixed at One Hundred Dollars, and at 
once to'be collected by order given, to any Mari»bal or Sheriflf;

have been all that was required. The system was no douot adop- 
ted by our predecessors, with a view to promote the general wel- 
fare, and although the ends for which it was established^ have not 
been attained, and the most inicjuitous practices have been pursu- 
«d under it, yet as the public fkith has been i>lighted by this and 
previous councils for the payment of money, ii would be impolitic 
and unjust to abolish it at the present time, notwithstanding it has 
been earnestly called for from different parts of the territory. The 
committee have endeavoured to remedy the defects in the mode of 
assessment and collection, and also to reduce the taxes for the pre* 
sent year, by the bill reported herewith. 

In regara to the Tallahassee Fand, the committee cannot agree 
with the executive, that the labours which have been bestowed by 
the auditor on the books of the commissioner of TallabMsee have 
"broaeht out of great confusion a villaablc fund to the territory, 
and which, until. now, has been considered scarcely worthy to be 
looked after/' Every thing that appears in the report of the audi* 
tor accompanying the executive message of the 4th instant, has 
long since been known. The committee is satisfied that the bal* 
ance reported by the auditor in favour of the fund is merely nomi- 
nal, that it is out of the question that any such sum as $11,729 59 
will ever be realized— and ihat the position assumed by the execu- 
tive in relation to the lien existing upon the lots that were sold for 
less than the amount agreed to be paid by the first purchasers, is 
not tenable in law or equity— The facts in relation to the sale of 
Uiose lots, as collected by the conunittee. are. that the lots were 
sold by the commissioner of the city or Tallahassee, payable in 
three instalments,- that to secure the payment of the purchase mo- 
ney, the purchasers were reqaired to execute deeds in trust upon 
the lots. The instalments became due and were not paid — under 
an act of the council all the bonds were placed in the hands of a 
former district attorney of the Uniied Spates for Middle Florida 
with directions to collect them without delay. The district attor- 
ney, as the notes were within the jurisdiction of a justice of the 
peace, placed them in the hands of a magistrate who issued the 
necessaiT process cither by summon or attachment, entered judg- 
ment in favour of the commissioner, issued executions, had the 
lots levied upon and sold for the purpose of satisfying ihc claim 
for the original purchase money. The commissioner was present 
at the time of sale, representing the territory, and disiincth- s«au 
ed that the lots weresoW for the purpose of satisfying the original. 

Eurchase money and that the tcrniory would not claim any further 
en. The present holders came forward and bid what was con- 
sidered the value of the lots at the time, which was not sufficient 
in most cases to discharge the amount due, but the highest, price 
the property would bring at that period Now, when these lots 
having advanced in conseouence of the appreciation of all kinds 
of property, produced by the general prosperity of the country, k 
IS suddenly discovered the present owners of the lots, sold as a- 
foresaid, are liable for the balance doe and unpaid by the first pnr- 
chasers ! I notwithstanding too, they paid at the time of their pur- 
chase, the highest price that could be obtained for that species of 
property I ! The committee are of opinion that the purchasers ob- 
tained a legal title to the lotk at the time of sale— but if by any 
teachnicality they should not have acquired a legal title, the com- 
mttee submit whether it would be consonant with thoseprinciples 
Jj equity A jusUce, which a government should manifest towards 
Its citizens, to hold them liable for liens upon their property which 
were declared by the representaUve of the territory, at ths time 
of sale did not exist 1 

The c^Muitiae deem it unnecessary to enter into any furthef 
mmin m ff i of tha tix^it jg too apparent that the awijaetnce or 
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iKe general goTernmcnt in making the donation of land tmt the 
purpose of ereetingr pablie baildings, m the city of Tallahassee 
has been defeated, and it Only remains for the council to endea- 
vour to preserve the small portion of land now Unsold^ so that, at 
some future period, it may contribute to erect suitable public build- 
ings at the seat of government. The committee have examined 
the books and accounts of the present commissioner, and found 
them to be correct, and all the charges sustained by a proper vouch- 
er ; by reference to the account current of the commuteioner, there 
appears to have been a balance in his hands on the 4ih instant, of 
$1370 33.

The following bills are returned 10 you, one entitled, *'nn act ti^ 
prevent t repasses and depredations on lands within Uie jurisdic^ 
tion of Florida.'* -'-j-^ 

This act is amendatory of a previous act on the saafie subject 
py the former nf^ pawtd in 1834, a tai is aj«essed upon eatdft 
straying into Florida bcfose the line from Geor^a. The m^ 
Con|:ress, which declares thai no higher taxes than is paid ^y v^ 
tiMOlt in iheir prope^, shall be impoied aponnoa*retM^iti^|b|;» 
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bids tbU course, and puts aside the legality of the act. The bill 
t)€fore me which authorizes a forleiture of all such wandering es- 
tatCj is of the same characier, subsiantially — it subjects ihe pro- 
perty of our neighbours to penalties which do not attach to our 
own. Retaliation and reprisal will be resorted to, and strife and 
angry feelings may be the consequences of such a measure. 

8d. An act respecting ihe hostile negroes and mulattoes in the 
Seminole war. 

Ihe policy of this bill is of doubtful import at best, the troops 
being in the service of the United States, all prizes and captures 
must belong to, and be under the direction of the general govern- 
ment But the council having enacted it, I shall not call iu policy 
in question. 

Accordingly at the commencement of the 5i') line of the 1st sec- 
tion,,! recommend an amendment, and the adding of the words 
•• by the troops of this territory." I am unable to perceive the 
force of the council claiming for this territory ^exclusively) cap? 
tares which may be made by other troops than their own, disa- 
greement and jarrs might arise from sueh a co.urse. 

3d. Ah act to authorize the guardian or tutor of the minor heirs 
of Jayene Fgntenals and YUa to sell and dispose of the real estate 
of the sai4 lieirs within this territory, and 

4th. An act to authorize the guardian and tutor of the minor 
heir of Daniel E. Burch, (deceased) to sell ihe real estate of said 
heir within lUis territory, and lor oiner purposes, are also return- 
ed. 

I object to these bills and all others like them, because it is a le* 
(islation upon the rights and property ol minors who are not re^ 
presented t^efore you ; and who not being so represented, may be 
injsred by t^at legislation which professes to benefit them. It is 
true the bill provides that security shall be given ; but in ten or fif- 
teen years, and so many years may elapse before they attain to full 
age, the principal and suriiies may not be found : or if fotmd the 
lapse of years, may have exhausted all their funds. 

Wherever the law gives relief, legislation should be avoided. 
{n cases of the characier before me, it is presumed the courts of 
equity in this territory have full and ample jurisdiction t and when? 
ever the euardian shall show that the interest of the heir will be 
advanced by a sale of any real estate belonging to him, it is in the 
power of the courts so to order it, and greater security to his rights 
in this course will be found than by adopting a system of special 
legislation. 

6th. An act to incorporate the Florida Insurance and Battkingf 
compan}* 

On several occasions I have returned bills objected to containing 
lik# this a provision which authorizes corporations to deal unlim- 
itedly in real estate. The council have several times placed be- 
u* ?*i ^^\^ approval bills, containing similar provisions, and 
which they have been informed, I could not sanction. I cannot 
4jono«ivc it to be in accordance with the principles ol our institu- 
tions to permit coaporatc bodies, unlimitedly and unrestrainedly: 
tp bay and sell, and trade in real estate ; governments, less repub- 
lican than.our own, have conceived it to be of a dangerous . tend- 
«4cy. and have restrained the power; I cannot eom«ent to adopt 
an)r different course, and therefore return the bill to you rejected 
entirely.

I. Because it contravenes an act qf Congress of 1829, whic* se- 
.cnres to the qualified voters of the territory a right to elect their 
military officers, after the nK>de to be pointed out by the legisla- 
tflre; and Sdly,bc(pause the territory is not in a situation to bear 
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to heavy an expense as this bill contemplates, and which cannot 
be less than fort^r-five or fifiy thousand dollars a month. 

Doubtless it is intended and expected that Congress will provide 
the means of compensating this lorce, but they might refuse to do 
60, and then every incurred expenditure would properly be yours, 
moreover they might and probably would insist upon their privil- 
edge to decide and determine for themselves what description of 
force bhould be employed, and at what rate of compensation and 
for what period of time. To me it seems to be a species of legis- 
lation which Congress, not this territory, rightfully may enter upon 
In cases of sudden and pressing necessity, a state or territory may 
call troops to the field. The constitution — the laws, and principles 
of safety and of self-defence authorize it : but it must be done, and 
the forces be organized after the mode and manner directed by 
the act of Congress of 1792, for organizing tne militia; or else what 
is done, will he a nulity as it regards the government of the Uni- 
ted States. The laws being adhered to, the United States of 
eourse, will become liable and chargeable with all the incurred ex- 
penditures of the war, but it is otherwise where any course is pur- 
sued which their laws do not authorize and sanction. 

7ih. An act to establish two superior courts in Columbia conn, 
ty, is objected to. Because the number of persons residing there 
is small, and the labour and time required, on the part of the judge 
will be more than he can well bestow. 

8th. In the act to incorporate the city ol Key West, in. the 9th 
section and 9th line, from the bottom, strike out the word ninth, 
and insert " sixth" ; and in the 10th line, strike out the words ** to 
tax and regulate the introduction of foreigners," with such mat- 
ters Congress only has a right to interfere.

It is proposed in 
the 8th section after the word '* corporation," in the 4th line, to 
strike out to the word " liability" in the 6ih line ; &,in the last line 
of the last sect., strike out *' 80" & insert '' 50." Policy forbids the 
granting charters for such extended penods ot time. I return al- 
so, a bill creating a bank at St. Joseph. Already, there is a bank 
at St. Joseph, and if for commercial purposes, additional bank 
capital be needed there, which evidently is not ihe case, at this time^ 
it will be preferable to enlar^ce it rather than create another. In- 
jury and rivalry towards each other, always multiply as you in- 
crease the number of banks ; and these often times operate to the 
essential detriment of the community ; the territory,, too, has a 
deep interest in a bank already in existense, and it is in the com- 
petency of that* institution to create branches. This, doubtless; 
will be done so soon as occasion 'and business show it to be necesr 
sary ; and this done, greater harmony will be preserved, and grea- 
ter benefits will result to the community, than by creating distinct 
and independant banking institutions. These seldom fail to wage 
opposition and war against each other. 

1 return also, a resolution charging certain payments to be made 
from what is termed the Tallahassee Fund. It must be born iii 
mind, by the council, that the land donation by Congress; whicH 
constitutes this fund, was as the grant itself declares — intended 
exclusively for the purpose of erecting public buildings at the seat 
^ of government; and hence, to no oiher purpose, can it or should 
it be directed. Governments, no matter how constituted, should 
never fail to execute in good faith any confided trusts, and rigidly 
lo carry out their conditions ; but the trust in this instance is not 
properly regarded, if the funds, resulting, can be made applica-r 
tie o any other purposes and pa> ments, than those which are con- 
tained in the grant itself. Even the commissioner who is charged 
with the care and superintendance of this business, should be paid 
from the territorial treasury, and not from this fund. Congress 
IviJl have little inducement to accord with the territory's requests 
that are made to her, for its advancement, when the conditions of 
her grants are departed from, <§* her kindnesses are de verted to ob- 
jects different from those she intended, & has stipulated for. A bill 
more effectually to provide for the defence of the territory, &c., is 
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also returned for amendments; in the 7th and li^th lines of the 6th. 
section. -The acts of Congress prohibit to the council any right 
to interfere With the primary disposed of soil. It may be recom- 
mended, but not ordered— add a3 a last section, 

Be it further enacted^ That the times, places, and mode and man- 
ner of holding miliiia elections, as directed by the act of 1829, be 
and the same is repealed.

Berthelot, 
Blount, Brown of Columbia, Burriit, Dennis, Downing, Duval, 
Hunter, Kenan, Macon, M'Cants, M'Neil, Morton, Ramsey, Ta- 
bor, Walker and Wood — 18. Nays messrs. Brown of Jackson, 
Higginbotham, Johnson and Smith— 4, And said bill is passed by 
the majority required by law. 

The yeas and nays were taken on passing certain resolutions 
charging payments on the Tallahassee Fund, in opposition to the 
objections of the governor ; and were Yeas mr. President, messrs. 
Berthelot, Blount, Brown of Jackson, Burritt, Downing, Duval, 
Morton, Ramsev, Smith, labor and Wood — 12. Nays messrs. 
Dennis, Higginbotham, Hunter, Johnson, Kenan, Macon M'Cants 
M*Neil and Walker — 9. Said resolutions not being passed by the 
required majority of two thirds of the members of this House, are 
lost. 

The House refused to reconsider the bill *' more effectually to 
provide for the defence of the tenitory, &c." whereupon messrs. 
Burritt and Smith were appointed a committee to make that 
announcement to the governor : mr. Burritt from said committee 
reported that they had performed the duty assigned them, & were 
authorized by the governor to say, that he withdrew his objections 
to said bill and approved the same.

The commi'tee on FinaDce to whom was referred ihe annual re^ 
ports of he atidifor and •reahiirer, alsjo ihe report ol the coaipis- 
sionerol the Ciiy of Tal aha&se , a d .h.- ine$ibage ot ihe execo- 
live of the 4th infant wi h ifie accompanying rei on of the audi- 
tor, showing the prcdeni si-ftation of the 'iaJJahabsee Fund — R£- 
POR r : 

That they have had the same under consideratim and have ex- 
amined the accouiiis of the auditui ai d treasurer, and find that 
they are all proper-y >ustaineii by vouchers, aitd tnat the fisical 
concerns of the terr tory so far as those oltx rs are concerned, 
have been conduc ed with fidei ty. I y reference lo (he account 
current of the treasurer, i will appear that the disbursem nts on 
account of ihe territory for the fi-^cai y<ar ending on the 30ih No- 
vember l«>t, amounted to t9.«^05 28, t<nd the leceip s into the trea- 
sury for thefiame period amount' d o $9,312 Ols, leaving a balance 
jo£ $0 TH, in the treasury on that day. 

The committee from an examination of the reports, perceive 
that but few of the tax collectors have settled tht-ir accounts for the 
ktsi vear, and that there is s ill a large amount remHinmg in th< ir 
hands. I- nm some of the counties there h s been no return of 
the assessors. This want of punctuality on the part of that class 
of officers calls loudly lor rorrer.titn. The citizens of ihe terri- 
tory f^av their taxes and the amount is frequently retained in t> e 
iiands o'f ih<- collector^ for their own private purposes, and there 
it has been pern itted to remnin, witho t any at empt on ihe part 
of those whose duly it i^ to see that the laws are properly execu^ 
ttd, o make them arconnf. 

The.cominiiiee reiterate but the opinions of former committees 
of the council, when they say, that the system of territorial taxa- 
tion ougiir never to have b en resort* d to. Situated as the peoi^le 
of this teriitory were at that lime, thecq was no necessity for its 
adoption— W.th all the expenses of ibe ex« en ive, legislative and 
judicial deparimen sol' »he government, paid by tht Unied States 
ii would se<'m ttiat a small conn y tax for county purposes, would 
have been all tl»at was required. The sys:em was no doubt adop- 
ted by our predecessors with a view to promote the geneial wel- 
fare, and al.liough the ends for which ii was established, have not 
been attained, and the most iniqu ions practices have been fursu- 
cd under it, yet as the public iajih has been plighted by this • nd 
previous councils for the paymeni of money, i* would be imr oliiic 
and unjust to abolish it at iHe present time, notwithstanding it ha.<i 
been earnes ly called f< r from diflerent parts of the tcrrroiy. The 
committee have endeavoured to remedy the d fee s in the mode of 
assessment and collection, and also to reduce the taxes for the pre- 
sent year, by the Lil reported h'-rewi b.

( 'liair, when the House proceeded to the election of its officers Ijy 
ballot. 

, Mr. Morton of Escambia county, was declared to be unanimous- 
ly elected President. 

Joseph B. Lancaster was duly elected chief Clerk. 

James Wallace was duly elected Sergeant at Arms, and Moees 
Ellis was elected Door Keeper. 

Oil motion of Mr. Downing, a selectpcommittee was appointed 
to wait on his Excellency tlie Governor of this Territory, and in. 
Ibrm him that this House is now organised and ready to receive 
communications from him. Messrs. Downing, Fitzpatrick and 
Macon, were appointed on tliat committee. ' 

This House then adjourned until to-morrow at 12 pVlock, A. M. 



Tuesday, January 3, 1837. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment, alid a quorum beiqg. 
present, the journal of yesterday's proceedings was read. 

Mr# President laid before the Council, a memorial from E. J. 
^Vood, Contesting the election of John Carr from Franldin county, 
together \\k\i sundry documents receivcid through the posf office, 
which was read, and on motion of Mr. Fitzpatrick referred to a 
select Committee. Messrs. Fitzpatrick, Johnston andM^con were 
appointed on that Committee. 

Also the menaorial of T. ^^ovingston, wbicb was read, and with 
the accompanying docu()oents, referred to the some Committee, 

Mr. Downing Troni the select Committee, appointed to waii upon 
His Excellency the Governor, reported that the duty had been per- 
formed, and the Committee were instructed by His Excellency to 
say that he would be prepared to communicate to this House at 12t 
o'clock to-day. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick gave notice that be will on some future day in- 
troduce a bill to incorporate the JFlorlda, Atlantic, and Gulf of Mex- 
ico Rail Road and Steam Boat Cpmpany, 'Also a bill tq estaWish 
one term of the Superior Court in Dade County in the Southern 
District of Ftorida, Also a' bill to regulate the fees and teians of 
service of Notaries Public, and Judges of the county Couits. Also 
a bill to repeal an act relative b Jhe capture of Negroes fou]»4 ia 
the Seminole Nation. 

On motion of Mr. Fitzpatrick^ the Chief Clerk, Sergeant at]Airms 
and Door Keeper took their respective oaths of office. . '" 

Messrs. John G. Gunn, Robert Copeland, and Neill McPhprson 
were duly elected enrolling and engrossing Clerks. 

His Excellency the Governor transmifted to thia House the fol- 
lowing irfessAge, which was read,' and on motion of Mr. ' Fitzpatv^ 
r\ck two thousand copies were ordered to be printed. *, 
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Gentlemen : • 

As the Representatives of the people of 
Florida, I am happy to meet you in Council, and will unite 
with you most cordially in support of levery measure calcu- 
lated to promote the prosperity and welfare of the countr}'. 
There are mjfhy important subjects w^hich should claim your 
attention at the prcsent session ; and so far as the limited 
time allowed me to perforrn that duty may permit, 1 will en- 
jdeavor to present them to your considc:faiioii. 

I regret to info|*fn. you, that the war witli the Scminol(5 In- 
dians, so long protracted, has not yet been brought to a cose. 
The frequent changes of the officers charged with the direc- 
tion and management of the w^r, has contributed in no small 
degree t'; produce this result. But it is mo.-< ij;u nt.^LJy hMji- 
ed that the distinguished General nowin tiie field may ho 
permitted to remain and pursue his own plans of opcnitiaii 
against the enemy without interruption. Should sucli he the 
case, there is every reason to believe, tiiat the war will very 
soon be brought to a successful termination. On tlir^ yi^M^i- 
teenth, eighteenth, and twenty-firsi v>f November, a part of 
the army then in the field defeated the combined forces of the 
confederate chiefs in threi^ decisive battles with great loss, 
and drove the Indians from all their known hiding places. 

Their strong holds ori the , Withlacoochee, which they have 
hithertodfifpRdedwith so much success against our invading 
armies, have all been abandoned, and they have fled enfeebled 
and dispifitpd, with a loss of power and of confidence, which 
inust soon lead to their destruction, or their submission; if the 
success we have acquired, should be pursued with promptness 
and activity. That it will be, I cannot doubt, from the well 
known energy of the General who has lately succeeded to 
the command of the army in Florida. 

Since your last annual meetings a portion of the Territory- 
has suffered, all the calamities incident to war with a fierce 
and savage enemy. Many of the inhabitants have been dri- 
ven from their homes, with the loss of all they possessed, tmd" 
where they, have escaped the pursuit of the'^Indians, it has 
frequently occurred tliat the fathers of families have bec^aie 
the victims of disease, contracted by fatigue and exposure 
and have left their wivies and children destitute of the means 
of support. By the bounty of the Government in providing 
rations .for the unfortunate suflirers, .immediate distress has 
|>een averted ; but more permanent provision should be made 
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Ibr theic support, and it is most- confidently* believed that th^. 
Government of tlie United States, with an overflowing treas- 
ury, and a surplus revenue of near fifty millions, will not re- 
fuse to indemnify our citizens for the losses they have sustain- 
ed in a war produced alene by the policy of the Government, 
and in wbich they had no agency whatever. The act of the 
Government (however laudable the intention) to coerce the 
Indians to emigrate to a distant, and to them an unknown 
and unacceptable country, involved i^ in war, and many 
of our pweople in absolute ruin. ^ From the commencement of 
hostilities until the present time, many of our citizens have 
been compeJledto take arms and neglect their domestic pur- 
suits, the]^ have not only struggled to defend their own homes 
and famihes, from the visitation of the toemy, but they haye 
fought the battles of the General Government, and on all oc- 
casions they have displayed a courage apd fortitude which 
reflects the greatest credit on theriiselves and country. Under 
these circumstances it appears to me, that their claims to 
indemnity are founded on the immutable principles of justice, 
and will be sustained by the liberal and enlightened Congress 
of tl^e United States* I would thet-efore recommend to the 
Legislative Council, to prepare a memorial at the earliest 
period of the Session, setting forth in appropriate terjms the 
4istress and suflTering of those who have sustained losses, and 
asking that they may be indemnified. I would furthei* rec- 
ommend that the memorial should represent the situation of 
those whose homes are covered by cla^ims confirmed subse- 
quently to their settlements by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and ask for a grant of the right of pre-emption 
tor one quarter sectioq ot land to pach individual thus cir-, 
cumstanced. ' ^ . 

Another subject worthy to be presented to the considera- 
^tion of Congress, is the necessity of fortifying the principal 
seaports of the Territory which yet remain defenceless. 
From the increasing product ef the country, in one of the 
most valuable staples, and the growing commerce of the Bays 
of St. Marks, Apalachicola, and St. Joseph, they m«st in a 
Jew years become places of the, greatest importance, and 
without fortifications, in the event of war with a foreign 
power, will invite invasion from the enemy. Key West and 
the Tortugas, from the capacity and security of their harbors 
affording safe anchorage to the largest vessels pf war, should 
be objects of national consideration. They are the (My 
harbors on the coast of (he United States south of the Ches- 
apeake, where our ships pf the fine can find protection, either 
from' the elements or the superior force of an enemy. When 
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\ve consider their situation,' on the verge of the Gulf Stream^ 
and the wealth and j^xtent of the comnierce which is passing 
by them, and which nnist continue to increase for centuries 
yet to come, their importance as naval stations cannot be tck> 
highly appreciated, and the expenditure of no sum of money 
should he regarded in their fortification. From either of these 
positions, in a few hours sail, our ships of war could be in 
the immediate track of all ves^ls bound in and out of the 
Gulf of Mexico. Should we neglect to avail, ourselves of 
these advantages, in the event of a war with a superior naval 
power, they woidd certainly be occupied by the enemy, to 
the great annoyance of our commerce. The importance of ' 
these harbors attracted the attention of the Government fnany 
years since. Competent officers pf the Er^neer Department, 
and of the Navy^ were ordered to survey them, atnd althoiM[h 
their reports are believed to have beeti entinely favorable, the 
subject nas been permitted to sliunberwithout receiving the ac- 
tion of Congress. I Would therefore recommend, that in the 
memorial proposed, these Subjects should be brought to the 
consideration of the National Legislatifre. The education of 
the youth of the Territory is tn object of the greatest impor- 
tance, aqd should excite the warmest solicitude of every mem- 
ber of the Council. — At present, there is no Institution in Flori- 
da, where they can be educated in the higher branches of learn- 
ing, and they are compelled ta go abroad to receive that in- 
struction which cannot be procured at home. Among the 
earliest acts of Congress, passed after the cession of Floricja 
to the United States,wag that in which two Townships of land 
were required to be reserved from sale, and to be located for 
the support of a Seminary of learning. These lands were 
generally selected witji great judgment,, and "Woidd now pro- 
duce a valuable fund* By an act of the last session of Con- 
gress, the Governor and Legislative Council are authorised 
to sell one half of the two Townships aboVementioned, the 
proceeds to be invested iit certaiji trustees named in the act, 
who are authorised to appropriate such an amountias may be 
required for the erection of suitable buildings, and to procure 
the necessary apparatus, the balance to be invested in some 
productive stock for the support of the institution. I would 
recommend to the Legislative Council the adoption of th© 
necessary measures to carry this act into effect, guarding at 
the sam^time in the most careful manner against any awise 
in the expenditure or preservation of the fund arisiiigfrom 
the sale of the land. It will be proper at the same time, for* 
the Council to designstte some suitable place for the location 
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nf this Institutioii, either by their own selection or that of 
Oommissttoners to be appointed for that purpose. 

The responsibility oif pubUcx>fficers to the people who are , 
immediately interested iii the manner in which^ their c^cial 
duties are performed, constitutes oae of the nrs|; principles of 
republican government, and canrtot be departed from with- 
out dariger of an abuse of power; In our Territorial Gov- 
ernment, Congress has Conferred on the people the right of 
electing their representatives in the Legislative Coupc^ and 
in some other iiistc^ices of less consequence. But tfiere arfe 
other high and important officers, who hold thenr pkces under 
the authority of the General (government, and who feel no 
responsibility M^hatever to the peopl6j over whose mterests 
they preside. Such is particularly, the situatictfi of the Gov- 
ernpr; the Secretary of the Territory ; the Judges of the Su- 
, perior Court, and the District Attorneys. Neglect in the 
performance of public duties, \^iU generally be found in pro- 
portion to the aoseiicexjf responsibility, and the distance at 
which the officer is placed from the power by which he is 
controlled. It wouJrf be, perhaps, unjust to say y that the 
evil which I intend to present to your consideration,, arises 
from negligence, and a disregard of duty 5 but I feel con- 
strained to call your attention to a palpaHle instance, in which, 
from some cause the most i^iportant interests of many of our 
citizens are sacrificed by the waiit^ of punctuality and^ atten- 
tion in some of our public functionaries. The several acts 6f 
Congress, organising our Judicial System, provides, that the 
four Judges of the Superior Courts, or a majority of them, 
shall Jiold annually, at the Seat of Government, tin Appellate 
Court, to which writs of error and appeals may be taken and 
prosecuted from the several Superior Courts. In most cases, 
involving claims to valuable property, or for the recovery of 
large sums of money ; the right of appeal is exercised by the 
unsuccessful party in the Court below. - Henc^ it- becomes 
a subject of deep interest to the >commuiiity, that every terni 
of the Appellate Court, should be promptly and punctually 
held. Such, I reffret to say, h^s riot bp^ the ease, aqd a 
sessionof this highand important tribunaljOwUig to the ab- 
sence of some one of its members, has not been held for. the 
last three yeajs. The presiding Judge of this Court has beeiii 
i-egular in his attendance, anfl occasionaUy some one of the 
dissociate Judges have been present, but not a dufficierit num- 
ber to constitute a quorum. These officers being beydrid tbei 
control of the Legislative Council, I B,m unable to recommend 
to you an appropriate remedy against this evH, so, deeply felt 
^v thd whoiQ community, but.after passing tlirough a pe- 
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Tiod of fifteen years of Territorial Governrnent^ I am pei« 
suaded that the intelligence, the wealth ^nd number of our 
inhabitants, is now sufficient to enable us to assume a State 
Government, under which all public officer^ may be held me- 
diately, or immediately, responsible to the people^ If I. am 
correct in the estimate I had formed of the capacity of the 
Territory, it is a duty which we owe ourselves as American 
citizens, justly proud of our Republican Institutions, to claim 
the right of selr Government, in preference to remaining Ion-, 
ger in a state of Territorial vassalage, under the absolute do- 
minion of the Geiieral Government. The only argument 
which can be offered in behalf of a continuation of the present- 
state of things, is that the expenses of the Territorial Govern-: 
ment are defrayed by the United States. But this I regard 
as a trifling consideration, when compared with the sacnfice . 
of independence, and the rights and- privileges incident to .a 
State Government. In a tew years, Florida will abound ill 
wealth, and will contain a numerous population. If we can- 
not at the commenfeement sustain the splendor of other State 
Govenments, which have been long in the confederacy of the 
Union, let us be contented with a more humble display, until 
time shall have ripened our resources to maturity* I would^ 
therefore, rec(>mihend to the Legislative Council the adoption, 
pf the preparatory itieasures for an application to be admitted 
into the Union. 

, The brave and patriotic Tennesseeans, who came to oui' 
relief at the darkest period of the war, when we were sur- 
rounded by perils on every hand, and 'yi^ho have been so etni- 
nently distuiguished for their ^lantry aiid enterprise in the 
last campaign, lost two of their intrepid ^companions in arms^ 
who became victims to the disease- oi our climate* I allude 
to Maj. William Washington and -Mr. Yerger, who died at 
this place in the month w September last. We owe it as a 
respect for their memories, and as a debt of gratitude to the 
generous and patriotic State from whence they came, to place 
over their graves appropriate tombs with suitable inscriptions; 
and I recommend to the Council an appropriation for that 
purpose. 

The Banks of. the Territory, so far as their condition ha^ 
been made known to the Executive, coo^nue in good credit, 
and supply a sound currency to the community. . In examin-» 
ing then- several eharters,^ it will be found that much in^- 
qiiaUty exists in their liability to taxatiort, and the same want 
of uniformity is found in the collection of the taxes from those 
which are responsible. All of these institutions are liable 
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to taxation according to the provisions of their charters, except 
tne Union Bfuik of Florida and the Bank of Pensacola.— 
Taxation c^ the former is expressly prohibited, andthe charter 
•of the latter is silent on the subject* Under tte charter of the 
Central Bank, a tax of three p^r cent is required to be paid 
annudly on the nett profits : while the Commercial BaiHc of 
Florida is taxed only two per cent, on its nett profits. The 
<jhari^r of the Southern Life Insurance and Trust Company, 
provides Uiat its stock ralay be taxed as other personal prd- 
perty, Uie tax not to exceed in amount five tliousand dollars 
per annum. The Farmers Bank of Floridd is liabfe by its 
•charter to pay the same taxes as other banks of the Territo- 
ry. In the two laist cases, the Le^slative Council ha? made 
no provision for die collection of any tax virhatev«r, and until 
some law has been passed on the subject, no tax can be , cd* 
lected from either oi them. I suggest to the Legislative 
Council the propriety <rf* placing these several institutior^j as 
nearly as possible on the same footing ; and if the equality 
cannot be effected in any other manner, that the taxes now 
paid by the Central and Commercial Banks, be (&spei»ed 
with, and thiat part of their respective charters by. which the 
tax is impo^d, be repealed. 

Tl^ accountability of die officers charged with the cdlec- 
tion and disbursement <^ the Revienue df the Territory, is, 
perhaps, not sufficiently provided for; and I would/ there- 
fore, recommend a revision and amendment of die la^ on 
this subje<3t, in such manner as to insure the most prompt 
and faitnfiil performance of these important duties. Taxes 
should not be drawn unnecessarily from the. people: but 
where pubUc necessity requires them to be levied, a judicious 
and economical application of the fiinds arising from them, 
should.be strictly observed. - 

There is another subject of deep interest to the comnaunity; 
and one, in the opinion of the Executive, which, hitherto, has 
not received from the Legislative Counril, the attention and 
consideration which its importsmcereqluires. I allude to the 
number and variety of charters which .are granted at every 
session, on the supplication of companies, the members of 
which, in many instances, ari non-residents of the Territory, 
having no common interest with the people. The power of 
Ranting charters is a highland responsible one ; and should 
be exercised With great cauticHi and deliberation. Th«re.are 
many instances where the interest x>f the community requires 
dmt they should be conferred, while diere are others, where 
the grant would be attended with ^e greatest evil and ii^us* 
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tice to all, or to some part of the community. I wouI4, there^ 
fore, recommend to the L^slative Coimcil, a more guarded 
action in the exercise of this high and important power* 

There is no portion of the United States more susceptible 
of improvement of every kind, than the Territory of Flori- 
da, every year its resources are more and more^ extensively 
developed by the successful industry and enterprise of our 
citizens. Its climate is found peculiarly favorable . to the 
growth of the most valuable staples, and its soil yielids an 
abundant reward to the labor of the husbandman. Inu 
few years it is hoped that the difierent extremities of the coun- 
try will be connected by rail roads, and a rich commerce will 
flounch in ail our seaport towns, With these advantages, 
aided by ^judicious andqprudent system. o[ Legblation^ , m a 
short time FlOTidamust become. ono of the most prosperous 
and desirable portions of the' Union. 

Thatyou, gentlemen, will ccmtribute all in your power jto 
pomote its welCsire, I have every assurance ; and I shall be 
nappy to co-operate with you to the extent of my power and 
ability, -

4.IS0, from the Select Committee, tp whom was referred 
the memorial of E. J. Wood, contesting the right of Jqhvi 
Carr, to occupy a seat in this House, from Franklin County, 
reported as follows : 

The Select Committee to which was referred: the contest- 
ed election between E. J. Wood and John Carr, from Franks 
lin County, report. That they have carefully examined jail 
papers ;3ubii[iitted to them by the parties, and also, th^ whole 
of the retun^s which have t^n nq^ade to the E;cecutive Office 
icom «aid County, and they can ijind no copy of the poU^book 
or list of voters' names from Apalachicola. The list of votes 
from St. Joseph is signed by the Inspectors and Clerk, and 
shews that E. J. Wood received two hundred and forty-seyr ' 
en Votes, and John Carr three votes^ There is a certificate 
ft-omtwo persons as Inspectors, at Apalachicola, which sets 
fprtji fhat John Carr received two hundred and fifty-four 
votes, and E. 3. Wood six Votes, which if it were true, the 
yotes taken, were legal votes, would give IVIr. Carr a majori- 
iy of four votes. Tne Committee proceeded to exaQiine the. 
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testimony of the Clerk of the Apalachicola precinct, who 
upon his oath, declares, that neither the Inspectors <rf the 
Efection there, nor himself ^ere sworn, they having agreed 
not to be sworn, and informed him, that it was not necessary 
he should be sworn ; he then officiated as Clerk until about 
twelve o'clock, when a new clerk commenced his duties ; he 
heard one- of the Inspectors say he would not sign the returns; 
he is an alien, and says^iie did not vote. The Committee 
find that Myers, the Inspector above alluded to, has not sign- 
ed the -certificate sent to the Executive Office. Tlie Com- 
♦mittee, on fiirther examination of the testimony, find that 60 
or 70 men, belonging to the U. S. Army, voted at Apalachi- 
cola, and about 100 aliens, some of whose votes were chal- 
lenged; some'refiised to fake the oath ; others affirmed ; but 
all were permitted to put in their votes. The certificates of 
14 men pelonging to the Washington City Volunteers, is 
sworn to, and declares that they were told it was legal for 
them to vote if they voted for John Carr : five others declare 
that then* names ivere put on the -poll-book without their 
knowledge or consent. The Committee deem it unnecessary 
to follow the testimony further, which goes to / prove most 
clearly that some of the voters at that precinct were aliens ; 
some resident in another County ; some not present at the 
Election, fi'bm their own' affidavit ; sonje ,fictitio^s ; some 
dead ; and lastly, that the name of John Carr,^ who, it is 
proven clearly, voted at the St. Joseph precinpt, is also found 
oil the list of votei*s ^t Apalachicola. The Committee, there- 
fore, are unaninaously of opinion, that the Election held at 
Apalachicola, was fraudulent and illegal, and is Void and of 
no eflfect ; and that E. J. Wood, having received two hund- 
red and forty-seven legal votes, and John Carr three votes, 
Mr. Wood is entitled to a seat in this Legislative Council, as 
the representative of the C^oulity of FraiAlin. 

The Conunittee cannot close their report without an ex- 
pression of their indignation and disgust at the unparalelled 
effirontery aud audapious depravity of the persons, wh(3 have 
attempted to destroy and brmg into ridicule one of ithe dear- 
est and most sacred rights of iVmerican Freemen, by such a 
mockery and outrageous abuse of the elective franchise. — 
They unanimously and strongly recommend that the Elec-j. 
tion Laws of this Territory be so amended, and such strong 
guards placed over them, as eifTpctually tp^ prevent a similar 
occurrence in future. R. FITZPATRICK,

Washington held the commission of -Miajor of 
Battalion, and Harvy Yerger that of Lieutensint in Arm- 
strong^ Brigade of Tennessee Volunteers. Soon after the 
arrival of the brigade at Tuskegee, Alabama, they Wete or- 
dered by their chief to repair* to this place for the purpose of 
conferring with, the Grovemor on the subject of arrangemei|ts 
necessary to be made, preparatory to the march of his corps 
to the relief of tMs oppressed country. They came the bear- 
ers of tiie glad news, but in the performance of this^ gi-atefiil 
duty, tbey subjected themselves to the action of the mseases 
of the climate, and they s(X)|i became victims. They died 
on the 17th September last, ilfajor Washingtctti was inter- 
red in the public grave yard of tms city. The ashes of Lt. 
Yerger repose in the femily burial ground at the i*esidence of 
Col. Butler of this vicinity. 

The death of these generous and devoted men spread a 
gloom over not only the corps to which they belonged, but 
also affected irtost deeply the entire portion of population 
among whom it occurtred. We admired their noble and gen- 
erous patriotism; we are gratified for their services, and 
;^our committee would unite with tile Governor, an.d they 
have no dOubt the Council, and with the "approbation of the 
country in the effort to perpetuate the memory of these brave 
ajid gallant, men. •

The Committee on ** Schools & Colleges," to whom was 
referred so much of the Governor's Message as relates to the 
establishment of an University ; and to whom; also, was re- 
ferred the memorial of R. K. Call, John G, Gamble and oth- 
ers, praying that they may be inocrporated under the name 
and style of the "Board of Trustees of the University of 
Florida," respectfully Report— 

That by an Act of Congress, passed March 3d, 1825, an 
,entire township of land, in each of the Districts of East arid 
West Florida was to be reserved from sale, for the use of a 
Seminary of Learning ; by an act passed January 29th, 1827, 
V it was declared that the lands thus reserved, should be locat- 
ed in sections-^the one township East, the other West ol the 
Apalachicola river. These lands have 'accordingly been lo- 
cated with much judgnaent, and are believed to be worth at 
this time not Ies9 than 9250,000 : a fund amply sufficient, if 
care&dly husbanded, to accomplish the benevolent designs of 
Congress. 

^ At the last session of Congress, a liw wss passed authori- 
sing the Governor and Legislative Council ^ to sell and con- 
vey in fee simple for the iSncfit of theUniversity of Florida, 
of which Joseph M. Whiter R. K. C«U, Thomas Randall, 
John G. Gamole, Thomas Eaton Rdiniolph, Louis Goldsbor 
rx^i^, Ben. Chaineft, Turbutl R, Betton, F. EppesJE. Loock- 
erman, Ktch^ W. Taylor, J. Loririg Woort, Asihbel Steele 
and J. Edwin Stewart, are Trurtees, any part not exceed- 
ing one half d* the two townships <rf land, Heretofore reserved 
and appropriated by Congress for the estdblisbmentand sup- 
port of a Seminary of L^rning in the Territory of Florida. 

No such University exists, ^r has ever existed in this Ter- 
ritory. It may, therefore^ be a questioo c^ doubtful solutioOf 
whethei" the Governoi^ and Council can, rightfully, execute 
the power coniamedin the act. The power created is to 
sell for a particular purpose, for the benefit of an University, 
that has no being. It can admit of no doubt, however, that, 
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if the Council adopt measures to. carry the act of CongresSf 
into effect, they must correspond with the restrictions and 
limitations contained in the act ; and the proceeds of the 
sale of the Lands must be appropriated to the benefit 
of an University, of which the persons named in the act are 
trustees. If, therefore, the lands are sold under the power 
contained in that act, the Council vtust incorporate an Uni- 
versity, and must make tbe gentlemen, named in the act, 
trustees of that University. It is to this extent that the Coun- 
cil is shackelled in its legislation upon this subject, and made 
the mere echo of the voice of Congress. Your committee 
cannot, therefore, recommend the adoption of any mtestsures 
to carry that act into effect 

The memorialists are trustees named in the act of Con- 
gress ; they pray that they may be incorporated by the 
name and style of the Board of Trustees of th^ University 
of Rorida. If their prayer be granted, they are constituted, 
or at least recognised, by the act of Congress, so often re- 
ferred to, trustees of the University, It may he doubtful 
whether there be aay discretion left in the Council to appoint 
trustees others than the ones niamed. It appears to^ your 
Couimittee* that in a matter of so muph importance and gen- 
eral interest to the whole community, as the establishment 
of an University in;the Territory, and its endownient with 
the public funds, the representatives "of the people, should 
have heea left free and untrammelled m the selection of its 
trustees. . • , 

The memorialists state " they have formed themselves in- 
' to a voluntary association, the usual course in giving origin 
to a new institution," &Cr with a view to accelerate the estab- 
lishment of the University. There may be much merit in 
this: but your committee cannot discover the urgent neces- 
sity for the establishment of a splendid seminary of leamipg in 
this Territory, w^ith an immense endowment^ many profes- 
sors and few pupils. This ccMpntry is but yet in its infancy. 
Its geography, an3 , its sources of, wealth are but little 
known. . . Looate- the University now, and in a few years, 
when a dense populatipn shall overspread the peninsula, the 
country piay have cause to regret, the location. Your com- 
mittee, thereifore, recommend -the adoption of the following* 
Resolutions : • . .

Resolved, That it is, inexpedient to ddopt any measure to 
carry into effect an act of Cfongress, passed at its last session, 
authorising the Governor and Coujacil to sell the. lands re- 
served for a seminary of learning in Florida.

Gextlemen: 

I enclose for the information of the Legislative Council a 
report af the Engineer employed by the East-Florida, Rail 
Road company, to make a survey of the route, and locate 
the RaiNiload, from Jacksonville to St. Marks, s This inter- 
esting document, contains mtich valuable information, and 
may be highly useful to* the Council, while deliberating on 
the* subject of Internal Improvement. The road when com- 
pleted, will constitute an important Jink in the chain of com- 
munication, between the great commercial emporiums of the 
North and the South. It will become a national high-way, 
affor iing the greatest facilities in travelling, as well as in the 
transit of our produce to market, commencing almost on the 
eastern extremity, it should be extended as far west, as the 
nature and necessity of the country will admit or require, 
for the parpose of accommodating as far as practicable, the. 
xiifferent sections of the Territory. On this roqte, a passage 
from New- York to New-Orleans, with the aid of Steam-Boats 
at each end, may be accomplished in five days, while the 
road would become the great artery of commerce, through- 
out the Territory, and by lateral joads connecting it with 
the different towns, not immediately in its route, every desir-^ 
able facility and convenience would be afforded to the coun- 
try. 

You will perceive from the report of the Engineer, that the 
present capital stock $500,000, tvhich has been subscribed 
will be insufficient for its completion, and that a much larger 
Slim will be required. This road will have its xjonmience- 
ment, and termination within the Territory, and no doubt is 
entertained that lar^e and populous cities will ultimately be 
erected at each extremity, if judicious locations are made, 
the stock, also must become valuable, from the extent of trav- 
el and commerce, vv'hich will be conducted on the road. I 
would therefore propose, if the Stock-hoWers can be obtained 
to increase the Capital Stock to $2000,000, and that one half 
of the amount shall be taken by the Territory, which shall 
have an equal mterest in the property, at the commencement 
and termination, as well as in such other property as the Di- 
rectors or Stock-holders of the company, may think proper 
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to purchase, or the intermediate parts of the road. To enjl- 
ble the Territory to meet this responsibility, her bonds might 
be sold in msirket bearing such rate of interest, and payable 
at such times, as the Council may direct. It is believed that 
the sum proposed for the Capital Stock will be sufficient to 
extend the road ^s far west, as may be deemed advisable by 
the Council and that while the road will thus afford import- 
ant advantage.s to mqch the greatest porticrti of the Territo- 
jy, the revenue arising from it, would, ill a few years, not 
only pay off the principal mi interest of the bonds proposed 
to be negociated, but would be sufficient to defray the expen- 
ses of a State government, without resorting to taxation of 
the people. Should the Legislative Council think proper to 
adopt these suggestions, I would further rfecommend that 
provision should be made to authorize an agent "tp negociate 
a Ipan with any of the Banks of the Territory, for the com- 
mencement of the work, until a permanent fund can be raised 
by the sale of bonds^ ^ 

Florida is deeply interested in the success of this enter* ; 
prise. If accomplished it will add greatly <o her* wealth, her 
population,^ and political influence, and I recommend it to 
your favorable consideration.

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' Mr. Pitzpatrick from the committee on Finance, made the 
followinff report: 

The finance committee to which was referred the reports 
of the Treasurer and Auditor, and the several resolution^ 
and bills in relation to revenue of the Territory, make the 
following Report: 

All the demands against the Territory, have been paid up 
to the time of making these reports and a balance remains 
in the Treasury of $2263,63. Many counties in the Terri- 
tory have not made returns, and some of the Auctioneers, 
have failed to comply, with the Laws, under which they hold 
their Commissions, and large sums due the Territory, on 
Auction Sales, are unaccounted for.* The committee recom- 
mend the passage of the bill hereunto presented, by Which 
Auctioneers and their securities can be compelled to make 
returns and pay over the Taxes. They have nad undfer con- 
sideration " an Act for the relief of the Inhabitants of Past- 
Florida," in which it is proposed to exempt certain counties 
from taxation, for the present year, and to exonerate them 
from the payment of all taxes heretofore due, and that such 
as have been paid, shall be returned to thenl by the Tax 
collectors. This the committee believe would be impossible, 
if not unjust, as it is one of the principles of the constitution, 
which nevei* should be departed from, that all taxes should 
be equal. The arrears of taxes due the Territory since 1S31 
(a large proportion of which is due by the Eastern counties, 
«ome of which it is believed have never paid any tax,) so 
• far as the committee have been able to ascertain, amounts 
to the enormous sum of *23,777, from which of these is de- 
ducted th^ arrears for 1835 an3 1836, which artiounts to 
$11,480, will leave a balance of $12,288, due the Territoiy 
prior to 1835, some parts of which suits have been institu- 
ted for, by a law of the Legislative Council, The comnvit- 
tee recommend that so much of the taxes, for 1835 and 1S8G 
as rehrmins unpaid up to the present date, be relinquished to 
the citizens throughout the Territory, but when any such 
have been paid into the hands of the tax-collectors, that they 
be obfiged to pay the same into the Treasury, The com- 
mittee also recommend, that all the Territorial taxes, except 
upon Auction sales, be abolished, and that all the expenses 
for criminal prosecutions in the Territory, shall be paid by 
the several counties where the same shall or may have oc- 
curred. The committee have considered the resolutions in- 
structing them to enquire into the expediency of equalizing 
the taxes on all incorporations in this Territory, and thejr 
believe that it is highly expedient that such an equalizatioft 
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should take place, but it is doubtful whether the Legislative^ 
Council when they granted incorporations did not invest them 
with certain rights and privileges, of which they cannot di* 
vest them without their consent. 

Before the committee close their report, they believe it 
their duty to present to you their views of the future resour-*. 
ces of the Territory, that, the same may l^e laid before the 
people, in order that they may have some idea, what the ex-» 
penses wijl probably be, and hpw they mav be met with ce^-* 
tainty, if, in their wisdom, it shall be thought expedient to 
assume a State government. The calculations heretofore 
made of the expenses of the Territorial government forit» 
Judicial branch, has not exceeded Thii'ty thousand dollars, 
^md allowing a like sum ibr their civil branch, will be Sixty • 
thousand dollars, to meet which the committee believe that, 
ut a far less rate of taxation, than is paid by the people of 
any of the States in this Union, the following estimate will 
be far short of the real amount which will be derived from, 
4he taxes

the committee believe that this would certainly be in- 
creased to more than twice the amount in a few years from 
the increase of population, and in the value of property, for 
our Territory is capable of producing all the great staples 
of our own cfountry, and many of a tropical climate, and its 
resouices mtist and will at an early period be 90 developed, 
as almost to exceed orcdibihty^ 

The lands in West and ^fiddle Florida, produce short sta- 
ple cotton of a quality and in quantify equal to any and su-. 
perior to some of the statea, where tends sell for double the 
price they dp in this Territory. The Southern and Eastern 
sections of our country produce Sea-island or long staple 
cotton, both in quantity and quality beyond dispute superior 
to any part of the United States, and it is believed that our 
Territory contains more fine rice lands than any state in the 
Union, The abundant crops of rice produced on the St. 
Johns river, when Florida w*as under the dominion of the 
British Government, Virarrant the belief that at no distant 
fwod, large exports of it .will be made. The South of 
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Florida, is now particularly adapted to the culture of tlie 
Sugar-cane, and many of the tropical fruits are produced 
there' as abundantly, and in as great perfection, as in the 
West-Indies; the plantain, banana, pine-apple, lime, lemon„ 
and other fruits are there produced, because from latitude 
24 degrees to 26 degress frost is not known, and as far as 
latitude ?9 degrees north, the sugar-cane is cultivated with 
the best success. In these latitudes also, the Spanish tobac- 
co not inferior to that of the Island of Cuba, is produced, 
and the Vine, Olive, and mulberry trees, have been upon fair 
trid, found to flourish there, equal to any other countr}^ It 
is a fact not very generally known to the people of this Ter- 
ritory, that they possess a country of the character herein 
described, running parallel on its eastern limit for two hund- 
red miles, with the Bahama Islands, and separated from them 
by a channel of not more than fifty miles, and that the Islands 
between Cape Florida and the Tortugas, are situate abd lie 
to the south of the largest of the Bahamas, upon all of which 
the tropical fruits of every description have been cultivated 
and have been produced in perfection, nor is it known gen- 
erally, that the toWns of Key- West and Indian Key lie to 
the south of Nassau, in the Island of New Providence, and 
within twelve hours sail of Havana and Matanzas in the Is- 
land of Cuba, from which that part of our Territory is sepa- 
rated by the Gulph Stream, not 'more than ninety miles wide. 
These facts are within the knowledge of your committeee* 
and they resj^ectfully submit them.

Messrs. Bryan, Fernandez, Fontane, Gilliland, Johnston, 
Kenan, Levy, Long, Macon, Marvin, Read, Robinson, She- 
hee and Tabor, 14. So said bill is lost. 

A bill entitled an Act, to repeal an Act, therein mentioned 
was postponed till to-morrow.

Nays 
Messrs. Fernandez, Kenan, Levy, Long, Macon, Robinson 
and Stewart, 7. So said bill passed. Ordered that the title 
be as afore stated. 

The President laid before the House, a communication fromi 
the associate Judges of the Courts of Appeals, which was 
read and ordered to be placed on the Journal. 

Tallahassee, 9th Feb. 1887. 
To the President of tlie Legislative Council. 
Sir, . • 

Before the arrival of the undersigned Associate Judges of 
the Court of Appeals, at this place, their attention was di- 
rected to the following paragraphs contained in the annual 
message of his Excellency tlie Governor, communicated to 
the Honorable body over which you preside- 

" It becomes a subject of deep interest to the community, 
hat every term of the Appellate Court, should be promptly 
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«ind punctually lield. Such I regret to say, has not been the 
case, and a session of this high and important tribunal, owing 
to the absence of some one of its members has not been held 
for the last three years. The presiding Judge of this Court 
has been regular in his attendance, and occasionally some one 
of the Associate Judges have been present, but not a suffi- 
cient number to constitute a quorum." 

The iabove remarks, (especially when taken in connexion 
with a few of the preceding paragraphs in the same docu- 
ment,) would seem to imply, that there had been on the part 
pf the Associate Judges of this Territory, a gross " want 
of punctuality and attention to their duties " arising from an 
absence of that responsibility which is deemed by his Excel- 
lency, so essential to a faithful discharge of official obligation; 
and 2Cs the undersigned feel satisfied, that an inference &o dis- 
reputable to them as officers of this government, is unwar- 
ranted by facts, they are called upon by every consideration 
of personal and official respect, to shew to the Honorable 
body, to which his Excellency's message was addressed, that 
there has been no such palpable disregard of duty, on their 
part, as is implied in that message. 

. In making the assertion, that a term of the Court of Ap- 
peals has not been held for three years, in consequence of 
the absence of the associate Judges, his Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, was evidently under a wrong impression. In 1834, 
the term was held, and all the causes then, upon the docket, 
was regularly called and disposed of. In 1835, there was 
no session; two of the Associate Judges being absent from 
circumstances beyond their control, and which circumstances 
it is believed, were generally known throughout the Territo- 
ry, and especially in Tallahassee. In 1836, a majoritvof 
the Judges did atteivd, and the court ^as kept open about 
fifleen days, but in consequence of the presidmg Judge not 
having received a commission which he had previously ex- 
pected, he could not take his seat in the court, a.nd for that 
reason, no business could be finally transacted. But the term 
was not lost, (as might be inferred from his Excellency's 
message,) because only one of the Associate Judges was 
present. And now in 1887, the court is not only in session, 
but has nearly disposed of all the business which has been 
presented to its consideration- , ' 

Thus it is seen, that instead of their having been a loss of 
three of the regular terms of the court, because of the ab- 
sence of a majority of the Associate Judges, only one term 
has been omitted for that reason, and only two of the terms 
altogether, one of which foiled, as has already been stated 
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in conscquencp of the inability of the presiding Judge to fake 
his seat. 

In addressing the Lcffislative Council upon this subject, the 
undersigned would not be understood as intending to convey 
the impression, that his Excellency the GovernoF, was aware 
of the nnisapprehension of facts, under which he evidently 
laboured at the time his message was penned, on the con*- 
trary, that his error grew out of a want of that investigation 
which he probably would have given the subject, had he not 
been prevented by an overwhelming mass of business, in 
which he found himself involved, on the eve of meeting the 
Legislature aftei* so long and so perpleKing an absence from 
the seat of Government* But while the undersigned disclaim 
the purpose of imputing to his Excellency, a deliberate de- 
sign of presenting them to the country in an attitude which i« 
undeserved, they would be doing injustice to themselves, were 
they to permit another reniark in his message to pass unuo^ 
ticed. That remark is in these words, " the presiding Judge 
of this court, has been regular in his attendance, and occa^ 
sionuUy, some one of the Associate Judges have beeh pre^ 
sent, but not in sufficient numbers to constitute a (juorum." 
From the phraseology used in this paragraph, the mference 
is irresistabie, that at some of the time sprescribed by law, for 
holding the court, not one of the Associate Judges was pre- 
sent, and at others, only one of them ; the word "occasion* 
ally,'^ admits of no other construction, and yet the under^ 
signed cannot believe that his Excellency intended to convey 
that impresaion, as it is already shown, that not- one term 
provided for by > the Act of Congress, organizing the Courts 
has passed without one of the Associate Judges being pre- 
sent, and only one, at which there was not a majority of 
them present. 

The undersigned do not desire to claim tor themselves, or 
their absent associate, any ^credit for the performance of du- 
ties which their acceptance of office enjoined upon them, but 
when the remoteness of their respective residences from the 
seat of government, the diffieulties which are sonvetimes pre- 
sented iri getting to it, and the embarrasments under which 
the country for a year or two has been laboring, are consid- 
ered, they do believe, that the fact of there having been on- 
ly one . regular term of the court lost in consequence of the 
absence of a majority of the members composing it, since 
the present Associate Judges have been upon the bench, (and 
one of them has been there nearly nine years^) should at 
least have exempted them from censure and repro?<ch. 

The undersigned do not consider this as the proper time 
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i,o efiteT into explanations of the causes which have operated, 
to preveht the attendance of any ope of the -Associate Judges 
at Tallahassee, at the times appointed by Jaw^ for folding 
.the court, were it so, they are confident, that such reasons 
cculd be given as would be satisfactory to the whole com- 
.munity." They however, deem it improper to do more on 
the present occasion, than simply to correct mistakes,, into 
which his Excellency has inadvertently fallen, and which, if 
permitted to remain uncorrecied, are calculated to do them 
an injury in the estimation of their fellow citizens. 

Th^ undersigned would therefore most respectfully aai 
that this, letter be placed among the proceedings of the Le- 
gislative Council, as their response to so much of his Exceir 
Jency's message, as relates to the -Associate Judges of the 
Court of J.ppeals. 

in conclusion, the undersigned beg leave to say, that this 
response would have beer^ sent in at an earlier d^y of the ses- 
sion of the Council, but for the seeming indelic5u:y -which an 
address to that Honorable body might haye involved, had it 
been made befc«^ sufficient time had elapsed for such action 
upon the subject as should have been deemed necessary, but 
jasthe.timcj allotted for the session has now nearly passed by 
,and as the erroneous inipressions founded upon his Excel- 
lency's message, are every day exjtending farther and wider, 
^hey believe they are ^9 longer required by considerations of 
that character to withhold their reply. They hope, however 
jtl^at performing this simple act of justice to themselves, at 
this time, will not be regarded as evincing a desire oa their 
part to forestall the opinion of any member of your Honor? 
»ble body, or to deprecate any subsequent action in reference 
to themselves, to .which ip the judgement of the Council, it 
may be proper to resort.

The. bill to amend the several Acts relating to County 
Courts of this Territory, is liable to many objections. 

The Judiciary of this Territory should occupy an eleva- 
tion above the influence of popular excitement. The mind 
of the Judge should be left free, for the • deliberate investiga- 
tion of every subject submitted to him, and his firmness and 
integrity unassailed by the effect of his decision, on his im- 
mediate tenure of office.. If his place is held at the public 
will^ is it not to be feared that he will consult popular feeli!\g- 
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and prejudice, more than the merits of the cause befoffc 
him? . 

Having to decide on the rights of those from whom he 
receives his office, may we not apprehend that the powerful 
and influenced suitor who can uphold and sustain, or crush 
and destroy him, will receive fit more favorable consideration 
than his less fortunate opponent who is strong only in the 
justice of his cause ? 

Will not the voice of justice be unheard in the conflict • 
and reciprocal advantages between Judge and Suitor con- 
sulted in its stead? 

That confidence, with which every member of Society 
looks to our courts of Justice for the redress of his wrongs, 
and the protection of his rights, would be destroyed, and in 
the place of the satisfaction with which their decrees are now 
^received bv the parties, the tribunals of justice would be re* 
;garded witn distrust and dissatisfaction. 

The purity of the Jud^ should be beyond suspicion, and 
'^very circumstance calculated to exercise an unfavorable in- 
fluence over his mind, carefully excluded. For these reasons 
'the bill iy rejected. 

The bill for the divorce of Mary J. Thompson, from Alex- 
-imder Thompisjoti, and the bill for the relief of Hannah Stew- 
^ort, are also rejected. 

The Council at a previous session, gave full power to the 
Superior courtis, to grant divorces in all proper cases, and I 
^eem it mOst wise, that the courts alone should act on this

he had. 

The peculiar state of facts in the case of Silas Weeks, for 
"^hose divorce a bill has been passed, relieves it from these 
objectiiwis. In the county of Columbia, in which the case 
arises, no Superior co^rt has been held since the commence- 
ment of the present Indian War, nor is it probable that the 
applicant will have an opportunitv of presenting his case for 
decision before its termination, 5rAe bill for his divorce, ha^ 
been therefore approved.

No adequate reason lis perceived, for this departure from 
the laws of the Territory, regulating criminal prosecutions. 

The laws of the Territory should be uniform in their ap- 
plication and their mode of operation, and the same in every 
district and county, should laws of this nature receive favor- 
able consideration and sanction of the Legislative, in a few 
years, each town and county might have .a system of law, 
peculiar to itself, and thus destroy that uniformity which 
should constitute the excellence and beauty of every code.

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APPENDIX. 

The committee on Banks to whom was referred several 
resolutions respecting Banks, also so much of the Govemorsr 
message relating to the same subject, together with the re- 
ports of the Ui^n Ebnk, Centraf Bank, P^nsacola Bank, and 
Commercial Baak, beg leave to report, 

That in the fulfilment of their duties they have examined 
^11 the laws of this^ Territory, creating Banks, amending the 
<iharters granted, or othejrwise respecting such corporate in- 
stitutions. 

The first act passed by the Legislajive Council was "an 
Act to incorporate the Bank of Florida,** passed November 
2ed 1828 by the requisite majority against the veto of the 
Governor. "The act to iijicorporate the Bank of Florida, and 
to repeal the act passed 22d November 1828,'* was passed 
Nov. 17th 1829, also agsinst the veto of the Governor. This 
Bank was given a capital of $600,000, oT which 1000 shares 
of $100 each, was secured till 1st Jan. 1840, for the use of 
a seminary of Learning, to be established by the Territory. 
The charter is to expire the 1st Jan. 1860. The tax imposed 
by the charter is stated in the 14th rule, tliereof, shall be B 
per centum on the profits, and it is stipulated that no other 
tax on the stock of the Bank shall at any time be laid. The 
rpanagement of thi^ Bank w^iile under the control of its first 
President, was greatly complained of by the community, and 
it was alledged it was conducted exclusively with a view to 
the private emolument of the stockholders and not for the ad- 
vancement of the prosperity and promotion of the interests 
?ind convenience of the public, ^r whose benefit it was char- 
tered. The excitement against this Bank, caused the Legis- 
lative Council a short time after it went into operation to in- 
stitute a scrutiny respecting it, and also induced in a great 
degree the creation of the Central B?ink of Florida, in 1832, 
which soon aftfey purchased uf the stock of the former and 
all its property, and charter. Sincethat time no issues have 
been made of the paper of the Bank of Florida, and its char- 
ter is only used by the Central Bapk^ in which it is now 
j^cierged to wind up its affairs. Although the committee are 
entirely satisfied, tnat while the charter is in the hands of 
those who now own it, no improper use would be nKide of it; 
they must acquiesce in the remarks of Gov. Duv-al, in his njes- 
§aga to the gLegislative Council in 183 rejecting amexjft 
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merits increasing the capital of the Central Bank, th^t it is 
impolitic and unwise, that charters of this character should 
be permitted tb remain dormant, to be awakened only where 
the interests erf its owner may demand its use without refer- 
ence to the cwivenience of the community at large.- Non 
user is a well recognised ground for taking SLWGiy a charter. 
It is, and should be a legal forii^ture of it. Charters are not 
granted for private interests or convenience merely ; but for 
me public and general good, and it is a mistaken opinion, but 
believed toHbe generally entertained, a»d practised upon by 
. Bank proprietor's and officers, that the contrary, is the cor- 
rect doctrine. In 1833 the charter was amended, not how- 
ever in importaf^t particulars. No returns have been sub- 
mitted to the committee from this Bank, and it is believed 
none'has been made as required by law. The committee 
have in th^ bill they report herewith inserted a section with 
respeqt to this chfirter, in accordance with tjie vi^ws apove 
e^pyei^sed. 

The Bank of We$l Fbrida was chartered Nov. 17tb 1829 
also after rejecture by the Gavernor. Its charter was to 
have been in k)rce till 1st Jan. 18$0. By the 14th section 
it was liable tp pay the same taxes as other banks in the Ter- 
ritory. Its capital was $ aa>epdHi,ents were made to it 
thesanm session, amendmepts were again made in Feb. 1831 
againgt the veto of the Governor. In 1832 this charter was^ 
again amended. In 1833 although the Bank had exploded 
upon the faith of the most solemn promises to the Legislative 
Council that its paper should be redeemed, additional amend- 
ments were allowed increasing its capital to one million of 
dollars. It does not appear that the credulity or complaisance 
of the Legislative Council has been extended any farther since 
that time, and in fact the pledges made having been violated 
and thousands of dollars of the notes of this Bank remaining 
un-redeemed, and the Bank appearing to have no fixed or 
permanent abiding place, subsequent Legislatures directed 
proceedings to-be instituted to recover its violated, lost, and 
Iqgutiye charter. Obedience to these directions liave been 
n^glecled, and no proceedings have been instituted. This 
charter; is defunct from un smer as well as non user. The 
Bank is not to be found in tb^ Territory, no return has been 
mf^e, frpm it for several years. ' Although the committee 
hax^ been informed certab persons formerly stockholders, 
4^ still cjaimtng. to own the charter, have been endeavoring 
to eflfect a. sale of it. The committee have inserted a section 
in the bill reported, to annul this charter, and authorizing pro- 
ceedings ;aga;inst the stockholders for the outstanding debtsv 
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Justice and a due regard for the reputation of Florula cli5« 
graced by the managers of this concern imperatively demands 
this course from the Council. In 1831 the Bank of St. Au- 
gustine was chartered against the veto of the Governor, but 
' it never went into operation, and the law is not now in force. 
In 1831, the act incorporating the Bank of Pensacola was 
passed against the veto of the Governor. Its capital was 
$200,000. The charter contains no provision or prohibition 
in regard to taxes. The only stipulation in the charter for 
the^ benefit of the Territory, is the reservation of $25,000 of 
its stock for its subscription ten years. Amendments were 
made to this charter in 18o2, and also in 1833 (the last ex- 
tending the time of subscription) against the Governor's veto. 
Another amendment was made in 1834 — in 1,835 the capital 
was increased to $2,500,000, the establisliment of branches 
authorised on the part of the Bank and it invested with pow- 
der to issue notes and other liabilities, payabh at such branchr 
es, as may be deemed expedient. The Governor was autho- 
rised to loan to this Bank the guarantee of the Territory for 
8500,000 of its bonds to be issued upon certain conditions, 
two thirds of the proceeds of which are to be appropriated 
in the creation of a Rail Road to Pensacola and the other 
third to be applied to Banking purposes, but no dividends to 
be made until the bonds are paid* No bond wa? given or 
other equivalent made, for the charter or for the aforesaid 
guaranty, nor any security but the hypothecation of the stock 
of the Bank and Kail-Road. A tax should be paid by this Bank, 
and the committee have inserted a provision in the bill re- 
ported, for that purpose, ^n Agency of this bank has been 
established at jlpalachicola, but it does not pay specie. 

In 1832 the. Central Bank of Florida, was incorporated 
against the executive veto. Its capital was $1,000,000, and 
the duration of its charter extended till 1850. This Bank is 
in good credit and is judiciously managed, and there can be 
no doubt of its continuance in sound condition, while under 
the same control as at present. It has asked for certain 
amendments to its charter, in regard to which, a bill has been 
reported to the Council. The committee conceive the chart- 
er is open to all amendments when before the House, on the 
application of the corporation, if the power of the Council 
could be doubted otherwise; 

In 1832 the Merchants and Planters Bank of Magnolia, 
was incorporated with a capital of $600,000. It got a short 
time after into the hands of some speculators from an adjoin- 
ing State^and in January 1834, broke^ but notwithstanding 
upon the most solemn pledges, as in tlie ease of the Bank of 
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West Florida, of speedy redemption of its paper, a suppler, 
mentary Act amending the charter was passed within a fort- 
night afterwards "against the veto of the Governor. These 
pledges have never been redeemed, and thuusands of dollars: 
of the w^orthless notes of this Institution are unpaid, in the^ 
hands of our suffering citizens. Tbe committee have insert- 
ed j^ clause in the bill reported, in regard to this Bank, simi-, 
lar to that with respect to the Bank of West Florida, and if 
it were possible to pass en post facto laws for the punishment 
of those concerned in the frauds perpetuated by means of' 
that charter, they would do so without hesitation. In 1833, 

' the Commercial Bank of Florida, was incorporated. Its 
capital was $500,000, and hy its charter, it is liable to a tax 
of two per centum on its nett profits, and no other tax. It is 
in operation at St. J oseph, and ' of undoubted credit and 
solvency. ' 

In 1834 the Farmers Bank of Florida, was chartered, with 
a. capital of $75,000, against the Governor's veto, it islo 
pay the same rate of taxes as other Banks in the Territory^. 
8pme time in the year 1835, a few persons residing it is said 
in Perry, Houston, county, Georgia, either bought, borrowed 
or begged this charter, of those w^ho claimed to own it, and 
have, as is contended, put it in operation. The principal 
operations of the Bank, it is said, are really carried 6n in the 
county of Georgia above u^med. Its head quarters are there. 
Neither the Presidenjt or Cashier reside or have ever resided 
in Florida, and if there is a board of Directors or Officers at 
Marianna, the pi-etended place of its location, they have been 
made for form sake aud are merely nominal. There never 
has been a return m(ide from this Bnnk as required by law or 
any fax paid. The resolution of the la^t session, directing 
procceedings against this Bank, has not bean obeyed, and 
your committee belifeve the most eligible mpde of action and 
that called for by the honor and reputation of the. Territory, 
'too loudly to be disregarded, is at once to wrest the prosti- 
tuted charter from the hands of its possessors, and to abro- 
gate it, and they have reported a law for that purbose. 

The Bank of Jacksonville was chaptered in 1835, w;ith a, 
capital of $75,000, and liable to the same tax as other Banks. 
It has not gone into operation. In 1833, the Union Bank of 

. Florida, was chartered. Its capital is authorized to be $1000 
000, with the privilege of increasing it to $3000,000, and is 
raised by the sale of Territorial bonds, loaned to them: such, 
bonds have been given to the ampunt of $ The Tec- 

ritorv is secured by hypothecation of lands and slaves of the 
\gtopkholderSj at a vakiatioi:) graduated so asfo.be a sufli- 
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*cient plecjge ia any probable event. By section 25th, the 
capital stock of said Bank is exempted from taxes of all kinds 
'but by the 23d section, one half of all profits after payment 
of bonds, accrues to this Territory, in consideration of its 
aid in raising the capital, and which by section 36, is to be 
applied exclusively to the establishment of Schools, Colleges 
&c. Amendments were passed to this charter in 1835, and 
1836, and an application for other alterations, is now pending 
before the Council, l* his Institution has been of great pub- 
lic benefit, and is believed >vill continue to be, while controlled 
by its present Officers. The committee have not thought it 
consistent with their duties to call on the Board of Directors 
and advise with them in regard to the matters proposed in 
the communication referred to the committee, and have there- 
fore not had the benefit of their counsel* An Agency of 
this Bank, has been established at Appalachicola, and 
since changed to St. Joseph, but it does not pay specie. The 
annexed law contains all*the legislation deemed necessary, 

In 1835 the Southern Life Insurance and Trust company^ 
was chartered with powers and privileges of the most ex- 
tensive and diversifieil character. Its capital is $2000,000, 
with the privilege of increasing it to $4000,000. It is di- 
rected to Beport to the Court of Appeals annually, which re- 
Crt is to be made to Council. No such report has ever 
en made, or any other. By the 20th section of this chart- 
er, the capital Stock of said Bank is to be taxed at the same 
rate as all other personal property of the Territory, but the 
tax is not to exceed $5,000. The Territorial guarantee is to 
be given on the bonds of the corporation under certain con- 
ditions, $ of thelse bonds have been thus guaranteed. 
This BsLiik clainas to be located at St. Augustine, but it is 
daid, is chiefly conducted in New-York, and has an Agency 
at Appalachicola. No tax has ever been paid, and the com- 
mittee are totally in the dark in regard to the capital or other 
afiairs of the Bank, in consequence of the neglect ta.make 
returns according \o fts charter and the general law of 1833. 

At'thejast session of the Council, the St. Joseph's Bank- 
ing Company and the Florida Insurance and Banking com- 
pany at Pensacoki, and the St Joseph Insurance company, 
(without Banking privileges) were chartered, but the nation- 
al Legislature thought prgper uj)on the representation, and 
through the influence of the Delegate from Florida, to anLul 
those charters, and pass a law prohibiting all charters of 
Banks unless sanctioned by the national Legislature. This, 
course on the part of Congress, is not such as the people of 
this Territory had a right to expect, relying as they havcj 
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* upon the Kberafity and ihtkWgqnco dt tbosS bodies. *1^ 

The annexed bill, it \f ill be se^^n^has four priacipal objpct^. V 

* 1st, to define and as^rt the ricrh't of this Legislature in Re- 
gard to corpfl^tiorfs. In the course of their investigation, . 
this committe have made reference tot^o decisions of the 

*^\ \ Supreme Court of the United Stales, bearing on this Subject 

viz : the celebrated Dartmouth college, cage 4, Wheaton's re- 
ports page 627 etc, and the case ip first Peter^s reports, 514, 
J of the Bank of Providence. These cases estaMish the posi- 

' . tion, that this Council h^ve the power to impost taxes on 

these Banks, ckarly in all cases- where theue i^ no express 
I • prohibition ia the charter, . and where the e:^e^/?ft*oji is with- 

\ • oixi consideration, the right is equally unimpeachable. Not 

only in regard to taxation has the GotUicil a right to operate 
on the Banks, biit by any general law, it may regelate and 
\ control them for the publfc welfare, even in nfiatte/s forbidden 

i by thfe terms of the charter. No |^egislature has d right to 

r> grant away and divest all future Legislatures 6f its general 

• ( ppwer of Legislation, for the public good, and in the lan- 
-f guage of 'a distinffuished-«tatesman, "if it does, such grant 

j ^ may be resumed oy ite^ successors."
